MAHONE’S BITTER ENEMIES 


VIRGINIA DEMOORATS BEGIN 
THEIR OUNTEST. 
M’KINNEY, THEIR CANDIDATE FOR GOV- 
BRNOR, ATTAOKING HIS OPPONENT 

AND HIS POLITICAL METHODS. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Sept. 2.—The Virginia 
campaign of this year, which promises to be the 
Most vigorous and, insome respects, the bitter- 
est known for many years, was opened here to- 
day by the Democrats. Capt. Phillip W. Meo- 
Kinney, the nominee of that party for Gov- 
ernor, made his first speech in the little old- 
fashioned Court House in this pleasant town 
this evening. Here, almost within sight of the 
grave and home of Thomas Jefferson, the great 
expounder of Democracy, McKinney began his 
canvass. 

Charlottesville was filled with substantial 
farmers and people from the country around. 
Capt. McKinney arrived in the town iast night, 
and his room at the hotel was thronged all the 
mornirg with enthusiastic Democrats. McKin- 
ney is one of the most popular men in the State. 

‘He has tine address and captivating manners. 
He was raised and has spent most of his life in 
“the: rural aistricts, and knows exactly how to 
approach the country people. He is about fifty- 
five, rather above medium height, and compact- 
ly built. His nead is covered by an abundance 
of silver-gray hair. 

Just before the meeting was opened Capt. Mc- 
Kinney was asked if it was true that an ar- 
Tangement had deen made for a joint discussion 
between him and Gen. Mahone. “I have not 
heard of any such arrangement,” he replie 


* but if such a proposition is submitted to me 
the time and place will have to be mighty in- 
convenient to cause me te decline it.” 

When Capt. McKinney, accompanied by Gen. 
Thomas L. Rosser and Capt. Micajah Woods, 
entered the Court House the room was filled 
with enthusiastic Democrats. He at once took 
the stand and commenced his maiden speech ot 
the campaign. Touching the tariff he said there 
Was no more use now for hich duties than the 
South had for the hee~w battalions used here 
during the war. Here ,iled the statement of a 
negro in Prince Edward’ County who. when he 
spoke there last Fall, declared that if he could 
get whisky for 25 cents a gallon and sugar for 6 
cents a pound he'd think the year of Jubilee 
hadcome. Thespeaker reviewed the Depend- 
ent Pension bill, and while he tavored waking 
liberal allowance to the Federal soidiers he was 
opposed to the wholesale appropriation con- 
templated by the Republican Party. 

Capt. McKinney insisted thatthe United States 
Government has for a generation been run by a 
pectional party. The courts and all the depart- 
ments of the Federal Government were con- 
trolled by the poems of the North. The South 
is permitted to have little or no influence in gov- 
ernmental affairs. it wasa mere tail, wagged 
by the body. “Now,” he asked, “what attrac- 
tion is there in such a party for the white men 
of the South?” ; 

Coming to the race question, Capt. McKinney 
pointed out the difference between the danger 
of ascendancy of that race in the Southern 
Btates and atthe North. He maintained thatin 
the North tbe negro had no influence and made 
no impression. ut here, where they were so 
strong, it was entirely different. He pictured the 
results that woula result fromthe domination 
of the negro in the Southern States. ‘* Mix the 
two races in your schools and universities,” be 
said, ‘‘and the result will be acyclone. If such 
a@ revolution were to take place it would not be 
Jong before your schools and colleges would be 
the homes of owls and bats, and the State would 
wilt and die.” 

He next proceeded to review the political 
record of Gen. Mahone. He recalled the time 
when the ex-Senator controlled the Legislature 
of 1881, and had the members of his party in 
that Legislature bound by written pledges to 
carry out his behests. The speaker reminded 
his audience of Mahone’s attempts to have all 
the judiciary vacated and his own party friends 
appointed in their stead. He related with great 
force the old story of how Mahone left his seat 
in the United States Senate to come down here 
and bulldoze his Legislature of 1881 into earry- 
ing out his wishes. One of his pet schemes 
at that session contemplated revolutioniz- 
ing the affairs of the State.. Government 
so asto give him absolute control of Virginia 
for the balance of his life. This gigantic scheme 
was intended to elect over 42,000 officers, whose 
aggregate salaries would have exceeded $18,- 
000,000 aunually. “Now,” said Capt. McKin- 
ney, “‘had Mahone been able to have carried 
out this plan Virginia would have been a hell on 
earth.” ‘ 

He aaia that although Mahone had made Cam- 
eron Governor, that gentleman and many other 
of the ablest white Republicans in Virginia 
would not vote for him for Governor tnis year. 
He read the following extract from Jacob Yosat’s 
paper, the Valley Virginian : 

*We do not believe in bossism. We are nat will- 
ing thatone man shall hoid the Republican Party 
jin Virginia in his clutch, to do with it as he may 
Please, to control all of its interests, State and na- 
tional, and enthrone himself as absolute ruler ana 
dictator; and, so believing, We cannot and will not 
support Gen. Mahone for Governor.” 

The Virginian is the ablest Republican paper 

in Virginia, and its editor, Major Yost, one of 
the moat influential of his party. 
, Capt. McKinney’s first effort was somewhat 
\disappointing to his friends, but they feel sure 
‘he will warm up as the cumpaign advances and 
he has more time to prepare material for a 
speech. To-morrow he speaks in Alleghany 
County. 

Mahone, it is understood, will open his can- 
vases next Monday. His friends say that he 
contemplates imitating the example set by 
Fitzhugh Lee in 1885, and marching through 
the country on horseback, followed by & wount- 
ed procession. The Generalis not considered 
much of an equestrian. During the war his 
riding was done chiefly in an ambulance, to 
which was attached a milch cow. It may be 
that the General proposes to use the same style 
of conveyance in heading the cavalcades he will 
sead in this campaign. 


IN THE HANDS OF A REOEIVER. 
LITTLE Rock, Ark., Sept. 2.—The lumber in- 
terests of the State and the Southwest generally 
have received a most serious blow in the plac- 
Ing of the Bratt Lumber Company in the hands 
ofareceiver. The company was organized in 
November, 1886, with a capital stock of 
$40,000, divided into 1,600 shares, J. A. Bratt 
and J. H. Trump being the largest stockholders. 
In February last C. B. Field, who owns forty 
shares of stock, was elected Secretary and 
Treasurer, with A. Bratt as President. 
. J. H. Tramp recently withdrew and began 
roceedings to havea receiver appointed, which 
-has just resulted in Lucien W. Coy of the 
First National Bank of this town being placed 
in charge of the company’s affairs, Coy has 
filed a bond in the sum of $100,000. It is 
alleged that the President and Treasurer re- 
ceived salaries aggregating $11,000 annually. 
The company is involved to the amount of 
%65,000 or $70,000. The assets include five 
sawmills and appurtenances, horses and mules, 
and four or ‘five thousand acres of timber of 
the value of perhaps $120,000. It is claimed 
that under prudent management the com- 
pany can be placed on a paying basis.

KING MALIETOA’S RETURN. 


RECEPTION OF THE EXILED MONARCH 
IN HIS ISLAND KINGDOM. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 2—The correspondent 
of the Assootated Press at Apia, Samoa, gives 
the following account of the return of King 
Maltetoa: 

“The King of Samoa, who was deported by 
the German naval forces nearly two years ago, 
returned from his exile at Jaluit, Marshall 
Island, Sunday, Aug. 11. The German gunboat 
Wulf arrived in the harbor at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. When the vessel came to anchor 
Matietoa was seen standing on the deck, The 
flag of the returning monarch was immediately 
hoisted on shore, and hearty cheers were given 


by the American and English residents. Be- 
sides Malietoa, the three chiefs who were de- 
— with him—Manga, Asi, and the Kine’s 

retner, Molii—were also aboard the Wulf. No 
canoes were allowed to approach the vessel, 
and it seemed hardly probable that the party 
would be landed that day. A little before dark, 
however, a number of the natives were seen 
hurr ang in the on trae of the Matautu, where 
the German Consulate was situated, and it was 
ascertained that Malietoa and the chiefs were 
coming ashore on one of the Wulilf’s boats with 
Dr. Stuebe!, German Consul Genera), and Folau 
Chief Magistrate of Samea, who had gone aboard 
the Wulf an hour before. 

“Quite a crowd of natives and afew white 
residents had assembled at the epot where the 
landing was made. When the boat touched the 
beach Dr. Stuebel sprang out and assisted 
Malietoa to land once more upon his native 
shore. He was taken at once to Folau’s house, 
where he was followed by a number of people 
The meeting between Malietoa and his relatives 
was most affecting. The women fell on their 
knees and kis his hands, and the whole 
party, including the King, were weep all the 
time. The greatest expressions of jéy were 
heard, and ali present extended s athy to 
the monarch who had been carried oif by the 
Germans and landed first at the Cameroons, one 
of the most unhealthy shores in the world; 
taken from there to Hamburg as a steerage 

assenger, and then exiled on an island in the 

arsha. up in company with three of the 
highest chiefs of Samoa. 

“All of the returned party give the highest 
praise to Dr. G M. Organ, the United States 
Consul at Marshall Islands, and declare that 
had it not been for his assistance they would 
have suffered severely. 

“About half an hour after Malietoa had arrived 
at the house, Mata who had been reigning 
during his absence, arrived and greeted his 
relative most cordialty. Malietoa seemed to be 
a careworn man and broken down in health. 
‘rhe white residents present drank the health of 
the two monarchs, and an invitation was then 
given to attend an impromptu banquet, The 
greatest good-will existed between the two 
Kings. Among those who called during the 
evening was United States Vice Consul Black- 
lock, who was warmly received by both. 

*: On the following day Malietoa went to Ma- 
taafa’s house, where he was received with a 
royal salute. The two Kings will remain in the 
same house forthe present. Perfect amtiy ex 
ists between them. Mataafa will retaip. control 
of — until a satisfactory settlement is 
made. 

“ Yhe American schooner Lena Swasey, lying 
in the harbor, hoisted Malietoa’s flag on the 
day of his return. No formal acknowledgment 
of this kind was made by the sophie or Wulf. 
There was no American or British man-of-war 
in the harbor.” 





THE BIG PRIZE FIGAT. 


WARRANTS ISSUED FOR A NUMBER OF 
ITS AIDERS AND ABETTORS. 


NeEw-ORLEaxs, Sept. 2.—District Attorney 
Neville was here yesterday and to-day. There is 
no court, but business of importance occupied 
his attention. At the special term of the Marion 
County Court a number of indictments were 
found with reference to thé recent prize 
fight. The persons not yet ‘arrested 
are Charlie Johnston and James Wakeley, 
Sullivan’s backers; Muldoon and Oleary, his 
seconds; Mike Donovan and Denny Butier, Ku-

and Dah Murphy, the bottle holders at the Rich- 
burg battle. WhilesKitrain was sent for, those 
mentioned above were not molested, and the in- 
tentions of the State of Mississippi with refer- 
ence to them had remained a matier of doubt. 

The doubt has now beer removed. Mr. 
Neville had all the necessary papers in their 
case fixed up. At the same timé two trusted 
otticers left Jackson forthe North. All these 
proceedings were very secret, but the officers 
are armed with: warrants for all the indicted 
parties. Secret as the thing was kept, the mat- 
ter has leaked out, and friends of the parties 
have telegraphed to them that the oftlicers 
were en route. Some of them may come 
down ahead of the Sherifts and give bonds, 
while those not ready to take the trip will 
wet out of the way. The object of having 
all these people brought down now is 
not known. There is no doubt they would have 
had a bard time getting off before the jurors 
who tried Sullivan and Renaud. Itis thought, 
however, thatthe trial is not the main object. 
They will all be bound over toappear in De- 
cember soas to make sure of their presence 
when the Grand Jury meets again. Some of 
them may then be used as witnesses to reach 
others whom the State, or rather the authori- 
ties, are anxious to implidate in the Richhurg 
affair. This shows that the endof the prize fight 
isnot yet, and clothes with interest the pro- 
ceedings to follow. 





BUSINESS LOOKING UP. 

READING, Penn., Sept. 2.—This section of the 
Schuylkill Valley experienced a big industrial 
boom to-day. The rolling mill, pipe and tube 
Mills, and foundry of the Reading Iren Com- 
pany, after an idleness of six months, resumed 
partial operations this forenoon, and in a 
week’s time are expected to run full-handed, 
when 2,000 men will again be steadily em- 
ployed. The company’s sheet mill is already 
rupning, with 300 men. MclIivaine’s roiling 
mill, aiter a slight trouble with its employes, 
resumed weg the puddlers’ wages being in- 
creased from 25 to $3 70 per ton. This mill 
em pore 200 men. 

The Reading Iron Company has also estab- 
lished the rate of puddlers’ wages at $3 70. 
Commencing to-day, 8. R. Seyfert’s puddiers at 
Seyfert’s Station, this county, will be paid $4 

rton, the highest paid in re Schuylkill Val- . 
ey. At Pottstown the puddiers of the Potts 
Iron Company to-day commenced working at 
an increase from 25 to $3 50 perton. The 
Glasgow: fron Company’s puddlers are now 
working at the same increasa, 





CAPITAL. AND LABOR RECONOILED. 

JOLIET, IIL, Sept. 2.—The conference of the 
coal miners and coal operators held here this 
afternoon resulted in a settlement of the wage 
troubles throughout the Northern Illinois coal 
fields and an early resumption of work except 
in the mines of W. L. Scott. The operators, all 
of whom were represented, barring Mr. Scott, 
gave their ultimatum about 5 P. M., after a two 
hours’ executive session. Their terms were a 
reduction of 712 cents aton, no discount on com- 
pany store orders, a reduction of 50 per 
cent. in tool sharpening in all the fields except 
Streator, and the sale of coal to the miners at 
the cost of putting it on the cars. The miners 
considered the proposition until late thia even- 
ing, and finally resolved to accept it. The work- 
men desired in addition the item of rent free 
during the strike, and no viotimizing on going 
to work The operators refused to embody: 
these points in the reement, but stated pr 
pee A to the miners that the result would be as 

esired. 





FIGHTING FOR JURORS. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 2.,-The examination of tales- 
men with a view to determining their fitness or 
unfitness to serve as juxors in the Cronin case 
was resumed in the criminal court this morn- 
ing. Nothing of interest has thus far been de- 
veloped. The entire forenoon was occupied 
with arguments by counsel for the defense, who 
asked the court to broaden the scope of allow- 
able questions to be asked in the examination 
of talesmen. It was finally arranged that a set 


of eaneeons should be prepared and submitted 
to the court. 





FORGER SOHARF SURRENDERED. 

OrTawa, Ontario, Sept. 2.—Sir Hector Lan- 
gevin. acting for the Minister of Justice, has 
issued a warrant for the surrender of Frederick 
H. Scharf, now held in custody at Montreal for 
forgery and uttering for aper in the State 
of Connecticut. A. P, cictonon is the officer 
authorized by the United States Government to 
receive the prisoner. The amount involved by 
Scharf’s forgeries is only $1,500.

STILL REFUSING TO WORK 


LONDON BUSINESS YET WAIT- 
ING FOR WORKERS, 
4 MOB DRIVING OTHER DOCK LABOR- 
ERS FROM THE WHARVES—TAILORS 
JOINING THE STRIKE. 


LONDON, Sept. 2.—The great strike is still in 
force, and the situation of affairs has not mate- 
rally changed. 

There are signs of grumbling among the strik- 
ers over the division of the relief funds. The 
stevedores complain that they are not receivi.g 
their proper share. But the men generally 
stand tirm, and there is nothing like serious dis- 
affection in the ranks. 

The dock companies express themselves as 
better satisfied with the aspect of affairs. 
They have an increased number of men at work, 
composed of strikers who have given up the 
fight and new mena. The officials of the com- 
pany state that plenty of labor would be ob- 
tainable if the strikers’ pickets were abolished, 
Itis asserted that there is a split among the 
strikers-and that a small committee has been 
appointed looking to the abandonment of the 
strike. 

Three thousand tailors struck this morning 
and have been parading the streets. 

A mob. composed of about eight nundred 


strikers, invaded the Albert Docks this after- 
noon and compelled the workmen there to cease 
their labors. No damage was done to property. 
Information has been received by the police and 
by Home Secretary Matthews to the effect that 
Burns urged the strikers to proceeu to the 
docks and expel the men working tbere. 

A deputation of shipowners waited upon the 
officials of the dock companies to-day and urged 
upon them to give the shippers power to make 
their own arrangements with the men for the 
discharge and loading of vessels. Mr. Norwood, 
Chairman of the Joint Dock*Committee, ap- 
Dealed to the shippers not to press their re- 
quest, as to grant il would be impossible with- 
out conceding the nts which the companies 
are fighting st, The deputation represent- 
ed eighty of the leading houses in the Metropol- 
itan District. 

Ata meeting of wharfingers a resolution was 
adopted advising the strikers to accept the 
dock companies’ offer. s 

The Government ie employing convicts to un- 
loud vessels in the Medway. 

T, P. O’Connor’s paper, the Star, has collected 
£2,500 for the strikers’ fund. A dispatch to the 
star from Melbourne, Australia, says that at a 
meeting there to-day the sum of 21,500 was 
collected in behalf of the strikers. 

Henry Lafone proposes that the strikers agree 
to work for the whartingers at the rate of 6d. an 
hour ordinary time and 7d. an hour overtime. 
He believes that such an agreement would force 
the dock companies to surrender. Mr. Burns is 
considering the proposal. 

A section of the Salvation Army in Australia 
has sent a donation of £200 to the strikers here. 

It ia stated that the dock Directors and Sir 
Donald Currie will meet to-day and discuss the 
situation. The belief is entertained that the 
meeting will result ina settlement of the points 
at issue. 


ROCHESTER, Sept. 2.—There is much excite- 
ment here over the strike. Coalhas advanced 


2s. The railroads and the river docks are pick- 
eted by strikers to prevent the importation of 
new labor. Twoof the largest firms have ex- 
pressed their willingness to grant the required 
concessions, but the men refuse to return to 
—— unless all the firms concede their de- 
mands, 


DUNDEE, Sept. 2.—A trades-union congress 
in session in this city has adopted resolutions 


to the effect that the London strikers were jus- 
tified in their demands and that the employers 
were Ry ier getend A in their actions. The congress 
also called upon the various tradee of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom to render the strikers all ssible 
financial support. The mention o: John Burns’s 
name was loudly applauded. 


MELBOURNE, Sept. 2.—Universal sympathy is 
expressed here with the striking dockmen in 


London, and many subscription lists have been 
opened for their relief. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2.—At the conclusion of 
a picnic given in celebration of Labor Day to- 
day the United Labor League held #meeting, 


at which it was resolved to forward a cable- 
gram to Jobn Burns, the chairman of the 
striking laborers in London, that “the organ- 
ized working people of Philadelphia, on Labor 
Day assemb. send greeting and sympathy to 
the striking workingmen of London. Let no 
compromise stultify absolute justice.” 


THE IRISH UNIVERSITY.

TREY DEMAND DOUBLE PAY. 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 2.—Yesterday there was 
a strike of the freight handlers, checkers, and 
tallymen at the Lake Shoro freight bouse in this 
city, the freight handlers demanding double 
pay for Sunday work, the others pay for all 
overtime work. ‘The latter demand was con- 
ceded, but General Freight Agent Stowe asked 
for time on the other proposition. This morn- 
iug the handlers went to work as usual, but at 
10 o’olock they strack again, and this being 
Labor Day they joined in the demonstration, 
and there have been so far no steps taken to 
settle the difficulty.

A GRHAI GIFT TO ST. LOUIS. 


PROVISIONS OF THE WILL OF HENRY 
SHAW, THE PHILANTHROPIST. 


Sr. Lours, Sept. 2.—The last will and testa- 
mentof Henry Shaw, of Botanical-Garden fame, 
is made public. It bears date of Jan. 26, 1885. 
The bulk of the property goes to the city, on 
conditions to be accepted and to be carried out 
by trustees. 

Mrs. Edom, Mr. Shaw’s faithful housekeeper, 
and evidently, judging from the will, by 
him regarded as his bestand most vuselfish 
friend, is handsomely remembered. A number 
of charitable bodies are bequeathed $1,000 
each, and then come some minor legacies to 
more or less intimate friends or acquaintances. 


There is a deal of grim humor in some of the 
minor clauses of the document. 

The worldly possessions of deceased are esti- 
mated all the way from $2,500,000 to $5,000,- 
000, but the latter figure is probably nearer the 
actual value. It would be a hard matter to say 

ust what Shaw’s Botanical Gardens ana Tower 
rove Park are worth. The famous garden and 
park are os to the city, and the follow- 
ing board of trustees 1s named to care for and 
improve the property for public use: M. 
Dwight Collier, Heury Hitehcook, Wiiliam H. 
H. Pettus, Dr. John B. Johnson, Adolphus Mey- 
ef. William G. Elliot, who was then Chancellor 
of the Washington University, an 
sor in office; Charies J. Robertson, Bishop of the 
Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Missouri, and 
his successors; David F. Kaime, James Yeat- 
man, Judge Samuel! Treat, Joseph H.W.Branch, 
Gerard B. Allen, Rufus J. Lackland, Judge G. 
Madill, then President of the School Board, and 
his successors in office, the President for the 
time being of the Academy of Science of 8t. 
Louis, and his successors; the Mayor of the city 
of 8t. Louis and his successors in office; Dr. 
Asa Gray of Cambridge, Mass., and Prof. 
Spencer M. Baird, Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, Washington, D. C.; the two last 
named as honorary trustees in recognition of 
their scientitic eminence and ability. The 
property is to be held forever for the benefit of 
the public, full provisions being made for the 
election of new trustees to fill vacancies caused 
by death or other causes. 

To perpetuate the work begun by Mr. Shaw in 
the Botanical Garden, he bequeaths to Washing- 
ton University alot of property, the income of 
which 1s to go tow the establishment and 
conduct of a schoolof botany. Some fifty pieces 
of valuable property are turned over to the 
Trustees, the income from which is to forma 
fund for improving and adding to the Botanical 
Gardens. 

To his sister, Caroline Morrisse, wife of 
Julius Morrisse, Mr. Shaw bequeaths a piece 
of business property in North Fourth-street; 
also a house in Shaw-place, to occupy as a resi- 
dence during her life, and at her death to re- 
vert to the Trustees of the Botanical Gardens; 
also $5,000 in cash. To Mrs. Rebecca Edom, 
his housekeeper, he leaves $5,000 in cash, sev- 
eral valuable pieces of realty, and a@ house in 
Sbhaw-pilace, to revert at her death to the Trus- 
tees of the gardens; also all of his wearing ap- 
parel, and a lot of personal property 
and household goods. Bequests are made 
to Joseph Mandell, M. E., late of 
Washington University: to Frank Brad- 
bury of St. Louis, a nephew of Mr. Shaw, and to 
a dozen or more relatives in England and Amer- 
ica, allsmall and unimportantin amount. To 
his architect, George T. Barnett, he leaves a 
few trinkets; to David F. Kaime, one of his 
business agents, a barouche and a set of harness 
and two dozen bottles of port wine; to J. E. 
Kaime, another agent, four dozen bottles of 
wine; to D. H. McAdam, who was expected to 
receive a handsome bequest, he leaves his 
watch, two dozen bottles of wine, and a folio 
edition of Shakespeare, Twelve thousand dol- 
lars is set aside for the completion of the Shaw 
mausoleum.

To-morrow the convention proper will assem- 
ble at Maennerchor Hali, where an address of 
welcome will be delivered by Mayor Parsons. 
Thursday will be devoted to pleasure. At 10 
o'clock the visiting delegates will be given a 
earriage drive through the city, after which a 
collation will be served at the Bartholomway 
Brewery. The afternoon will be spent at On- 
tario Beach, where the entertainment provided 
for the visitors includes a concert by Sauer’s 
Band, an excursion on the Sylvan Stream, and 
a@ banquet at the Cottage Hotel. 

A delegate from this section of the State said 
to-day: ‘*I don’t think the convention will take 
any important political action.

A TOWN IN ASHES. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—A special dispatch from 
Helena, Montana, says: ‘*‘News was received 
yesterday from Black Pine, in Deer Lodge 
County, that the town had been destroyed by 
fire.

ELECTRICITY KILLED HIM 


ANOTHER FATAL ACOIDENT 
IN A DYNAMO ROOM. 
SUPERINTENDENT HENRY COMES IN CON- 
TACT WITH THE ALTERNATING CUR- 

RENT AND 18 STRUCK. DEAD. 


Another demonstration of the oft-demon 
strated fact that electricity, in sufficient quan- 
tity, will kill was made yesterday afternoon in 
the dynamo room of the East River Electric 
Lighting Company at 421 East Twenty-fourth- 
street, when an experienced electrician’ acci- 
dentally came in contact with the current and 
was struck dead in aninstant. It was an alter- 
nating current and its force was in the neigh- 
borhood of 1,000 volts—less than is proposed to 
be used in exeouting criminals under the new 
law. 

The East River Electric Lighting Company 
employs the Thomsgn-Houston system of 
electric lighting, using in all ite outside lamps 
the direct current. But in the dynamo room is 
one machine which generates the alternating 
current, and this is used to supply the inoandes- 
cent lights in the building and, recently, for ex- 
periments by the Perry Motor Company. This 
one machine generates a current of 1,000 volts 
power, and has not been long in the building. 

Something went wrong with the switchboard 
connected with this machine yesterday after- 
noon, and Darwin A. Henry, the Superintend- 
ent of Construction of the company, undertook 
to setit right. Heclimbed up on the short lad- 
der used to reach the switchboard and started 
in on his work. He had been thus engaged for 
about five minutes when he attempted to turn 
part way around on the ladder. In some way 
one of his feet slipped and for an instant he 
was in danger of losing his balance. Instinct- 
ively his arms were thrown up to recover him- 
self. One hand came in contact with the nega- 
tive terminal on the board, and hardly had he 
touched it when the other had struck the posi- 
tive pole. The effect was instantaneous. The 
unfortunate man’s hands remained asif glued 
to the death-dealing wire, his head dropped 
over on one shoulder, andin that position he 
remained for some moments. He did not utter 
@ sound, There were two other men, named 
Thomason and Smith, working in the room, and 
one of them after a few seconds caught sight of 


his chief resting apparently with all his weight 
against the switchboard. Both men rushed to 
his assistance, but the man was dead They 
tore his hands from the wires and lifted his 
body down and Jaiditon a bench. One of his 
hands—the right one—was terribly burned, the 
tiesh having been consumed to the bone. The 
other hand was burned, but not so very badly. 

Medical help was at once summoned. An am- 
buiance from Belleynue Hospital, only two 
blocks away, brought Dr. L. D. Henderson, and 
Dr. W. C. Feeley, whose office is around the 
corner in First-avenue, was at the Superintend- 
ent’s side within ten minutes after he had re- 
ceived the fatal shock. The physicians worked 
hard in trying to restore animation, but they 
might as well have tried to put life in astone. 
They injected hypodermically quantities of bran- 
dy, Sylvestex’s system of artificial respiration 
was called into use, and they tried with a gal- 
vanic battery to bring the man baek from death. 
Butall efforts were absolutely useless, and after 
two hours of hard work the weary physicians 
were obliged to abandon their task and declare 
their patient dead. 

Tnere had been not a single evidence of life in 
Henry from the time he touched the wires, 
When the doctors reached him the heart had 
ceased to beat and there was no sign of respi- 
ration. Men have been heard of, however, who, 
apparently struck dead by electricity, had been 
restored to life and, although the doctors be- 
lieved that they could do no good, they did all 
they could to restore life if there haa been any 
to start on. . 

In the opinion of both physicians Henry’s 
death was instantaneous and, if the absence of 
any contortion either in body or face proved 
anything, it was a painless one. The burnsin the 
hand, beth the physicians and the employes in 
the builditg believe, were caused when the 
bands were torn away from the wires.and after 
the man was dead. € separation created an 
arc, and. without an arc there can be no burns. 

Immediately after the accident had occurred 
Superintendent Moore of the company sent 
word tothe Coroner’s office and, ae is usual 
when anything like an accident occurs, in- 
structed his employes to give no information. 
But one person was permitred to see the body 
or to enter the dynamo room until an undertaker 
with a permit for the removal of the body drove 
up in his wagon. Henry’s sister, with whom he 
lived, had been sent for and when she reached 
the factory she made the air ring with her 
lamentations. She was allowed to stay by the 
body until it was taken away. Superintendent 
— had nothing to say concerning the acci- 

en 

Henry was about thirty years old, unmarried, 
and had been a practical electrical engineer 
from his boyhood. His father is Charles V. 
Henry, Superintendent of the Standard Under- 
ground Cable Company of Pittsburg, and him- 
self an electrician. Young Henry came to New- 
York from New-England about two and a half 
years ago to superintend the construction of 
the East River Electric Lighting Company’s 
plant. He, his mother, and his sister lived at 
17 East One Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street, 
He was a capable electrician, had had much ex- 
perience in handling electric apparatus, and 
was highly regarded by bis employers. His 
body was removed to his home, from where it 
will be buried. 

The tinal argument onthe question of the 
constitutionality of the new electric execution 
law, @ question which involves the disputed 
power of an alternating current to kill, will be 
held at Buffalo withiu a fortnight, and this case 
may have considerable weight in the argument. 
It is proposed to use an alternating current of 
from 1,500 to 2,000 voltage in these execu- 
tions, and it is contended that that force would 
not be sufficient to kill In this case a 
1,000-volt current, even when only acci- 
dentally applied, did its awful work effectually. 





WILLIAM THAW’S WILL. 

PITTSBURG, Sept. 2.—The will of William Thaw, 
the dead millionaire railroad king, has just been 
probated. It occupies, thirty-six pages of type- 
written foolscap, and was made July 5 of the 
present year. His estate, except hits coal lands, 
is divided into sixteen equal parts. The coal 
lands are to be held until all his minor children 
become of age, when they are expected to be 
worth $13,000,000. His wife gets three-six- 
teenths of the estate, his ten children one-six- 
teenth each, and from the remaining three-six- 
teenths are to be paid alarge number of private 
and public bequésts. Among the larger public 
legacies are the following: estern University 
of Pennsyivavia, $100,000; Presbyterian Board 
of Home Miesions, $20,000; Foreign, $20,000; 
Colleges Board, $50,000; other Presbyterian 
boards, $30,000; American Board, 35.000: 
Pittsburg hospitals, an aggregate of $100,000, 
both the Protestant and Catholic institutions be- 
ing remembered. All debts to him of dépenaent 
triends are canceled.

RELIOS OF THE AZTECS. 


THE REMARKABLE EXCAVATIONS BEING 
MADE IN MEXICO, 


CITY OF MEXICO, Sept, 2.—Extensive excava- 
tions are being made at the suburban town of 
Coyoacan, ata place lying on the outskirts of 
the wilderness, known aa the pedregal or stony 
ground, which in former years was noted as a 
haunt of brigands, and ts even now considere 
as a resort for dangerous characters when pur- 
sued by officers of justice. The object of the 
excavations which are being made by private 
associations is, if possible, to recover treasures 
of gold and jewels supposed to be hidden there 
by Emperor Montezuma at the time of the Span- 
ish conquest. 

Sellor Mercado, one of the party engagedin 
this work, is a lineal descendant of the last 
Aztec Emperor, Cuantemac, whose statue 
adorns the princtpal promenade of this city. 


Sefior Mercado says that he has in his 
sion hieroglyphic documents which convince 
him that it was in the pedregal that Montezuma 
hid his treasures, among other things a huge 
golden sun. A few weeks ago a valuable black 
pearl was found and also an emerald near some 
skeletons discovered in a subterranean passage, 
THE TIMES'S correspondent has visited the 
excavations, and they are certainly remarka- 
bie, having already disclosed a subterranean 
staircase, winding passages and vaults, jaw- 
bones and skeletons, destitute of tusk or teeth, 
thus, according to Senor Mercado, proving be- 
yond question that the Indians there buried 
were pure Aztecs. He estimates the value of 
the buried treasure at not less than $20,000,- 
000, but says that others engaged in the work 
of hunting the treasure put it at 880,000,000. 
The foremost arehwoilogists here are of opin- 
ion that something may be found, and they 
agree with Sefior Mercado that the intrinsic 
value ofthe things buried by Montezuma are 
surpassed By their historical importance, 16 
has been held by some that Montezuma hid his 
treasures in Lake Texcoco, and much has been 
done there in the way of dredging, but nothing 
has been found. Seior Batres, the great native 
archzologist, is interested in this search, and 
pee - = in autbority are said to be lending 
their :

TERRIBLY FRIGHTENED.

My life has been one 
long series of trials and tribulations, as far 
back as I can remember, but during my dark- 
est hours I never thought of dying, for I ex- 
pected to live to see the Irish people on their 
native heath led from under the bondage they 
are suffering through England’s tyranny and 
oppression. But I do not believe I shall see 
that happy day, for while the light of my ex- 
istence is flickering the hope of Ireland’s im- 
mediate treedom is lessening day by day. / 

“Tam now in my seventy-fourth year, and as 
my condition, mentally and physically, forces 
itself upon me, I often wonder that I have 
passed thruugh so many trying ordeals and 
iived to such an age. My son has been trampled 
upon in his views concerning the rights of the 
Irish people, and my heart hae bled for every 
insult he has received. While he is suffering 


at home.

CASES FOR THEGRANDJURY 


OITY OFFIOIALS WHO MAY BER 
CALLED 10 ACCOUNT. 
COL. FELLOWS CONSULTS INSPECTOR 
BYRNES—DEPARTMENTS IN WHICH 
THE TROUBLE IS SAID TO EXIST. 


Before the Grand Jury that convenes to-day 
District Attorney Fellows will, itis said, have 

resentments to make agalust two departments 
—or, rather, against subordinate officials in two 
departments of the City Government. Tne 
District Attorney was closeted along time yes- 
terday with Inspector Byrnes at Police Head- 
quarters, and, upon his departure, he admitted 
that his visit had reference to probable 
prosecutions of derelict officialsin the Munici- 
pal Government, but he refused to speak further 
upon the subject, saying that any further dis- 
closures would defeat the ends of justice. 

Other officials, whose positions would imply 
some certain knowledge on the subject, wera 
very reticent and refused to speak except in 
dark suggestions and under pledge of secrecy, 
From an authoritative source, however, a TIMES 
reporter obtained the information that the pros- 
ecutions had reference to transactions in con- 
nection with the Park Department and the 
Street-Cleaning Bureau. Witno reference to tha 
Park Department, it was said that Commissioner 
J. Hampden Robb, feeling thatsome one had 
been derelict in the performance of his duty in 
connection with the encroachments of the New- 


York Jockey Club and Pelham Parkway, had 
instituted an investigation, and asa result of 
this had discovered that money had been freely 
—- 4 the ag of the track among 
° rs of the Park Department. 

The charge, it was said, is that although the 
grading and construction of the three-quarter 
mile straightaway track were begun in January 
last, no one of the officials charged with the cus- 

and safe keeping of thd parks discovered 
the encroachment until months after, and then 
every effort was made to prevent the prosecu- 
tion of the trespassers. After all other means 
had failed an attempt was made, it is charged, 
by the tender of extravagant fees toretain legal 
friends of the Mayor to protect them from the 
City Government.

District Attorney Fellows was found iast 
night looking over some family genealogy; he 
thought he had said as much on the questien as 
was compatible with the city’s interest and pre- 
ferred to leave the matter there. He said that 
so far as the Flack matter was concerned the 
only official connection he had with it was the 
possession of the papers from the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, which hé would submit to the Grand 
Jury to-day.

YESTERDAY A GALA DAY ON

The start was a mile up the Kill von Kull. 
The eréws, receiving cheers as “they pulled 
away from the boathouse, made their way to 
five rowboats anchored in a line at the start. 
in each rowboat was 4 boy to hold the sterns of 
the shells until ths pistol was fired. The tide 
was running like a millracein the direction of 
the Staten Islund Athletic Club’s boathouse, 
and in turning to get into line the rudder 
of the Staten Island sheli was broken, 
and the crew put back to get another. 
Thie delayed the start an hour, and 
it was 4 o'clock when the crews were manwu- 
vring for positions again. The Fairmounts 
were nearest the Staten Isiand shore, and from 
them the crews were: Staten Island Athletics, 
Schuylkill Navy Athletics, Potomacs, and 
fritons, respectively, the Tritons having what 
was considered before the start the best posi- 
tion, near the New-Jersey shore. The Staten 
Island crew swung around above the line 
and drifted carelessly down toward their 
ktarting position broadsides to, and the 
result was, they were deprived of _an- 
other rudder in a collision with their 
mark boat. While they were getting ready to 
start the Potomaecs drifted down upon their 
Starting boat, and completely swamped it. The 
rowboat disappeared from sight, and left its 
occupant, a lad named Edward Rawson, strug- 
gling inthe water. This accident threw 6byery- 
thing inte confusion. The Scthuylkill Navy 
crew Bwung clear of its rowboat, which put out 
for young Rawson aud took him aboard nearly 
exhausted justi as the judges’ boat, the .tug 
Carrie, reached him. 

This unpleasant episode left the Potomac and 
Behuyikill Navy crews to make a flying start, 
and justasabig tow-—two large tugs and sev- 
bral scows—was seen steaming up the river 
directly in the course, the pietol went off and 
the race Was started. The course at bestis a 
very poor one because of the rapid tide and 
numerous boats that obstruct the Kill von Kull 
at all times, but yesterday a more inopportune 
time for starting the race could not have been 
seelecied. It is true there had been a long de- 

but it was useless to send the boats away 

irse Was so obstructed. The Fair- 
uvlkill erews had gone through 
pense and hard work to row the race, 
and as it turned out they would have been bet- 
ter off if they had staid at home. 

Ata pistol report the forty oarsmen sprang 
back on their oars simuitaneously and their 
shells shot out on the course like rockets. The 
Staten Islands drew out from between the 
Schuyikill Navys and Fairmounts until their 
shell was clearly in the lead, while the Tritons 
and Potomacs wisely commenced 4 hard race 
near to the New-Jersey shore, with the advan- 
tage in favor of the Potomacs. Aithough efip- 
pied by an unshipped rudder, the Staten Island 
crew continued to gain on the Schuylkill Navys 
untilit was alengthin the lead, although the 
Philadelphia oarsmen were steadier and seeined 
to be helding for a spurt at the finish. Then, 
about half way down the course, the crews inet 
the cumbrous tow. The Staten Islands at first 
swerved to pass the tow to port and 
then turned, and, crossing the Schuylkill 
Navy’s bow, pointed their shell straight 
atthe tugs and beutto their oars again. They 
rap up very close to one of the tugs, and would 
have struck it bow on had they not respended 
io Coxswain Walton’s cry to “back water.” 
They just cleared the tow, and splashed into 
big waves made by it, being swamped in a few 
seconds. In the meanwhile the Schuylkill Navy 
crew ran into the seas on the other side of the 
tow and its shell was also filled with water, 
‘The carsmen of both crews sat quietly, and 
coolly sank until, onlyitkeir heads could beseen 
above water. The judges’ boat picked up the 
Staten Islands, the nearest crew, and the naph- 
tha launch Minerva made for the Schuylkill 
Navy young men, In the meantime, the Fair- 
mounts, having shipped water by the first tow, 
plunged into the waves made by a passing tug, 
and they, too, had to take to the water, receiv- 
ing assistance from two rowboats, 

‘ ‘She race between the Tritons and Potomacs 
wes lost sight of amid the éxoitement of the 
swamped crewe. Women emitted their pro- 
verbial shrieks, and men in boats sheuted di- 
rections to the swimming oarsmen, giving no 
heed to the preity finish between thé two lucky 
crews. Theo Potomacs gained at the start, but 
during the last half mile the Tritons worked 
ahead and won the race by a iength in 5:02. 

The shell of the Staten Isiand Athletic Olub 
wes badly strained, and all the unfortunate 
oarsmen were chilied to their bones whep they 
finally reaehed the boathouse, It 1s lik the 
race will be rowed over again, but 1tis to be 
heped 1t will take place either on ths Harlem 
or Passaio Rivers.

Next Wednesday there will bea test at An- 
Dapolis of the defiective armor designed by 
Chief Engineer Clark of thonavy, This armor 
has been a Navy Department bugbear for sev- 
eral years. In 1883 Congress appropriated a 
sum of money to defray the expenses of makin: 
acd testiig the armor, but fur some reason 1 
Was not done. Tpe case finally drifted into 
the hands of the Naval Advisory Board. The 
turret was at last constructed by the Bureau 
of Ordnance, and now it is to be tested. The 
armor consists of a double-curved, turtle-back 
turret, designed for the deck of a ship, to pro- 
tect a gun. It 18 four inches thick. The in- 
ventor claims that it will deflect a shot that 
would penetrate thirteen inches of iron. 

The gun used Will be one of the new eight-inch 
breech-loading rifles recently turned out from 
theordnance factory in this city. It will be 
planted 250 yards from the turret and loaded 
with a lignt charge of powder, sufficient to arive 
the shot through the thirteen inches specified. 
Seven shots will be fired, unless the target is 
broken before that B aoe is reached. The in- 
voentor has requested thatif the turret is intact 
after the seven shots havo struck it, it will be 
tired at until destroyed. Some officers at the 
department believe that the first shot will set- 
ule the matter. In case the turret stands the 
test, it will probably be adopted for use oh some 
of the new vessels. The experimental turret

ALUMINUM MAKING IN PITTSBURG. 

The Pittsburg Commercial Gazelle says: Few 
persons are uware that an aluminum-making 
plant is now in full operation in this city. This 
industry was established here during the Win- 
ter by the Pittsburg Testing Laboratory Com- 
pany, and has proved a decided success. The 
product 18 obtained by a patent process, of 
which électricity is a great factor. Manager 
Clapp of this company was called on by the re- 
porter and said: 

‘Yes, we haye a plant of that kind in opera- 
tion, but we have managed so far to keep the 
matter eut of the newspapers. The fact is, we 
are not yet proparee te furnish details to the 
public. We produce about fifty pounds of 
aluminum metal daily. It is worth about $4 
per pound, and this is a very large single 
output when compared with the product of the 
tactories in other parts of the world. Ts is 
the only onein this part of the country. The 
material prodiiced by our new process is used 
for various purposes. It has taken thé place 
of silver leaf in sign painting, and in that par- 
ticular has proved a great success, The process 
is protected by patént rights, but we, said 
before, do not wish to furnish any f er 1n- 
formation at presént.”’

THE MANGIN FORT, 





AN ELABORATE AND APPARENTLY IN- 
VINCIBLE SYSTEM OF DEFENSE. 


UO? all the marvelous inventions connected 
with the art of war shown at the Paris Exposi- 
tion those of Commandant Mangin are considered 
the most remarkable. The foundry of Saint 
Chamond, one of the Jargest for metallic cast 
ing in France, has been engaged in working 
upon the models submitted to the Directors of 
the works by the above-named officer, who is 
said to be one of the greatest authorities in 
Europe in the matter of the new explosives— 
meélinite, fuiminite cétton, roburite, &c. 

Commandant Mangin has just issued a bro- 
chure entitled “ Les Nouveaux Explosives et la 
Fortification,” in which he says that of all 


methods of strengthening permanent fortifica- 
tions the most serviceable of late years has 
been the composition known as béton, which is 
after the order of, though far more durable than, 
Portland cement. In the model Eclipse fort, 
exhibited in the military section of the exposi- 
tion, steel, iron, and béton are employed. The 
Mangin fortis an immense monolith of béton 
gunk under ground, inside which are placed ali 
the armament, accommodation for garrison, 
stores, &c., with revolving towers on the Eclipse 
principle, made of steel and armed with ord- 
nance of great range and penetrating power. 
From this block or platform of béton, the up- 
per portion of Which is on a level with the 
ground, emergé, at the several angles of the 
monolith— 

i. Ah Helipse revolving tower, armed with two 
cannons of fifteen centimeters. 

2 Two similar towers, affording flanking fire, 
armed with the same. 

3. Four smaller_towers, on the same principle, 
armed with quick-firing guns. 

4. Four stéel-cuirassed towers of observation, 
also Eclipse. 

In the centre of the fort, and sunk undera 
ppécies of shell-proof deck of béton, of three 
meters thick, are plated the accommodation 
for the garrison, and hecéssary compartments 
for machinery, ammunition, and stores. A gar- 
rison of fifty or sixty men is sufficient to work 
the revolving towers, the guus and machinery. 
The garrison gains access to ali parts of the 
fort by means of a gallery of about two hun- 
dred meters long. This gallery is sunk 
in @ 6ort of well below the surface of 
the platforth, with Which it communicates 
by a flight of cylindrival or spiral stairs. By 
moans of hydraulic pistons the galiery rotates 
with the greatest facility, thus énabling each 
gun detachment to be changed or reinforced. 
Commandant Mangih completes his defense by 
@ system of railway batteries circulating out- 
side the fort, with guns disappearing some- 
what on thé Moncrieff system and protected 
by Garthworks. Thes® circulating batteries 
enable the garrison to bring a concentrated fire 
upon any threatened point of attack. 

An intrenched camp upon the Mangin system 
would comprise twenty forts four kilometers 
apart, a railway cighty kilometers in circum- 
ference, with 500 guns of various calibres, at a 
cost of 70,000,000f., or less than half the ex- 
pense of similar defensive works under the oid 
method of intrenchment. At Bucharest not 
long since the rival systems of the German rg- 
volving tower, invented by Schumann and cc™- 
atructed by. Griison, and thatof France, in- 
vented by Mangin and undertaken by the 
‘Directors of the St. Chamond Arsenal Com- 

any, were pitted against each other, the result 

eing an naquelified success for the latter, al- 
though atthe trial the system was by no means 
so perfect at present. Since then great im- 
provements have béen carried out, and the 
forges of St. Chamond have produced a re- 
volving Eclipse tower six meters in diameter, 
armed with two guns of fifteen centimeters 
calibre and protected by @ cuirassed shield of 
iron twenty-four centimeters thick. Here the 
movable part of the tower rests upon the head 
of a hydraulic piston, and can bé raised or de- 
pressed at will by one man.

Club was inaugurated yesterday with a return 
to the petty swindles in the shape of a charge 
of 10 cents for programmes whith cost the 
owner of the privilege léss than a half cent 
each, and 10 cents for & glass of resinous froth 
which the bartenders call beer. What a change 


from free programmes, a free field for the | 


poorer class of people, and 5 cents for a real 
giass of good beer such as the pedple were 
treated to at Morris Park! It was refreshing to 
hear the people who support racing and enable 
the jockey clubs to pay large salaries to their 
officers, useful and ornamental, and big 
dividends to holders of the well-watered 
stock, kick in language that was vigorous, 
terse, and at times sulphurous,. Mr. Morris 
has shown them that they can have what 
they have a right to expect because they 
pay for it,and Mr. William K. Vanderbilt should 
take the lesson to heart, as he will have to if 
he expects his beautiful little track to hold its 
own against America’s grandest race course. 
The programme swindle is probably adhered to 
because it is a round source of income to the 
club, which is out for the money, to use a racing 
phrase, every day in the week, and usually 
Manages to» get it. City pool rooms get the 
news from the track because the privilege is 
worth $165 a day to the club, and the public 


have to pay 10 cents a glass for poor beer be- 
cause the caterer. Mr. MeGrath, has to pay 
something like $1,000 a day for the privilege of 
Batering to the public. 

Yesterday being a public holiday brought a 

large crowd to the track naturally. and that 
at crowd had a most enjoyable day’s racing, 
et the card as announced in the daily papers 
and on the official programme, for which each 
person who went to the track had to pay 10 
centa, was padded fearfully. For the Dolphin 
Btakes, for three-year-olds, Salvator, Brown 
Princess, and Princess Bowling were all an- 
nounced as sterters. Yet none cf them started, 
and what was on the ten-cént ee mrp the 
gTeat race of the day dwindled down to a com- 
monplace race between an ordinary lotof thrée- 
year-olds. The mah Who makes so much money 
out of the programme .privilege onght to be 
compelied to give something like the probable 
starters on his ten-cent card. He made a lot of 
blunders in his “ official” card yesterday, for 
eight of his “probable starters” for the second 
race didn’t start, and six that he didn’t have on 
his list did start. He had seventeen probable 
starters for the fifth race, and nine of them for- 
got to start. He had eleven horses that were 
to startin the Average Stakes, and only two of 
them went to the post, and thirteen of the nine- 
teen he had down to start for the tastrace failed 
to keep the promise of the ten-cent programme 
man. The same fellow who furnishes ten-cent 
information to the public under the Coney Isi- 
and Jockey Club’s official sanction had his ‘‘ offi- 
cial” card sprinkled with the names 
of Kern. Prose, Brother Ban, Eleve, 
Swift, and Taviston to pad ont his 
programme so that the public could 
get their monéy’s worth probably. The selling 
plater Kern was as prominent on the ten-cent 
éara as the froth on the ten-cent beer, but, like 
the beer, one dose of Kern was enough. The 
Coney Island Ciub had better get a new pro- 
grammer, orelse employ Henry Dazian as an as- 
sistant, for Mr. Dazian knows a heap more 
about clever padding than did the amateur who 
attempted it on his ten-cent programme ye Ster- 
day. etter still, they should decide te follow 
the example set by Mr. Morris and have accu- 
rate programmes distributed free. If Mr. Van- 
derbilt should go to the theatre and be 
compelled to pay 10 cents each for pro- 
grammes for each member of the party 
in his box, he would be one of the 
first to make a complaint because he 
haa been madethe subject of a petty imposi- 
tion. Paying for programmes at the race track 
is a similar piece of imposition. Mr. Vander 
bilt would have it abolished at tne theatre if he 
could Let him doit at his rave track. He has 
wisely followed Mr, Mortis’s example in having 
competent judges to place the horses, and in 
having them send up the nutuber of the first 
and ascond horses immediately after the con- 
clusion of the race. Both these changes the 
ublic like and thoroughly appreciate. Now 
et him go in for free programmes and good 
beer and food at city prices, and racegoers Will 
elect him to Congress if he wants to go there. 

The great mass of people who were growling 
60 goa ergy toed about the price of programnies 
and beer found a vast amount of comfort and 
consolation and real reason for rejoicing in the 
fact that the clubhouse has been enlarged, that 
the bar and free lunch coanter has been e6x- 
tended considerably, and that there is very 
much more room for the Levys and Haggins, 
the Berry Wallis and Sam Browns, the Tom 
Ochiltrees and the Bowies, the Stanley Morti- 
roers and Porter Ashes, to move around in and 
have things pleasant. The life of the club 
members, who, of course, arethe mainstays and 
supporters of the turf, is much more comforta- 
ble in their new quarters than ever before, 
and the programme privilege wili about pay 
for it. So all other racegoers who only pay 
€1 50 for admission to the grounds ought in 
reason to willingly pay for the programme. 
It is extretnely comforting to them to know 
that Tom Ochiltree, Berry Wall, and Stanley 
Mortimer are well boused, and can eat, drink, 
and be merry when at the track without com- 
ing in contact with the common herd, unless 
some one of them has anew brand of wine to 
dispose of at a salary of 25 cents acork or an 
éxtremely neat thing in ths way of trousers 
to offer, such as will be worn by “ our set” this 
Winter. 

That the great throng in the clubhouse and 
its balcony, on the grand stands and the lawns 
haa pieaty of sport is a fact, and it was good 
sport, as that at the Coney Island track always 
ie.

THE HKHIVAL FLERTS. 


OPERATIONS OF THE BRITISH SHIPS IN 
THEIR GAME OF WAR. 


Owing to the remoteness of the scene of the 
recentiy-ended British mancwuvres, it has been 
impossible to obtain reports except at irregular 
intervals. It is now known, however, that the 
operations of the first week were carried on 
without any very decisive result until Saturday 
of that week, when after a sharp running fight, 
two battle ships and a cruiser of Admiral Baird’s 
fleet were captured by a part of Sir George Try- 
on’s defending squadron. 

Admiral Baird, on the opening of hostilities, 
had dispatched the Anson, Collingwood, and 
Australia to a scattering point off the Fastnet, 
and the Camperdown, Hero, and Immortalité to 
another scattering point off Gally Head. From 
these points the vessels proceeded to the west 
of the Soillies, standing for Ushant, with the 
object of making a dash up the Channel. The 
movements of this position of the attacking 
squadron having been reported to Admiral 
Tryon, he at once gave chase, and succeeded in 
coming up with the enemy between the Lizard 
and Ushant. Rear Admiral D’Arcy-Irvine in 
the Anson, with the Collingwood and Australia, 
at once made for Cape Clear, and, after a run- 
ning fight, succeeded in eseaping. 

The second division, consisting of the Camper- 
down, Hero, and Immortalité, was, however, 
not so fortunate, these vessels being captured, 
after @ smart fight, by the Rodney, Howe, 
Thames, and Warspite. The Oamperdown, at 
4:50 on Saturday morning, observed a cruiser 
on her starboard bow, witha private signal 
flying. The cruiser proved to be the Thames, 
and the Camperdown, altering her course to 
close with her at full speed, cleared for action. 
About 10:30 the Rodney and Howe, which 
were in chase, opened fire, and poured a tre- 
mendous hati of projectiles into the Hero. 
The Immortalité steamed off to the 
southward, followed by the Warspite, 
while the Camperdewn boré down to 
the assistance of her consort, which in the 
Meantime had obtained some relief, owing to 
the Rodney having steamed away to port in 
order to prevent the Immortalité from doubling 
back to theeastward. The Camperdown poured 
full broadsides into both the Kodney and the 
Howe, and had been gallantly fighting on the 
Horo’s port bow for a quarter of an hour, when 
the Signal was made putting the two active 
ships out of action. Tne Warapite subsequent- 
ly made the immortalité hanl down her colors. 
With reference to the chase and capture of these 
vessels Sir George Tryon issued tne following 
memorandum: 


“In the absence of the four belted cruisers be- 
longing to the British fleet, who were employed as 
@ flying squadron and who sighted the enemy’s 
tleet off Queenstown, the squadron detached by the 
Achil Admiral that presented itsélf vis-2-vis to the 
British tieet on the murning of the 17th of August, 
atter having unsuccessfally endeavored to pass 
through the British line in the dark, contained 
Ships of such powef and spoed that the British tleet 
contained no fores of battleships that could capt- 
ure them under the rules, provided that the enewy 
were united, But for some cause, dus either to dé- 
liberate design cr accident ot mancwuvre, the en- 
emy’s squadron was divided and the Heronles and 
the mass of the British fleet had in view at one 
time both the enémy’s divisions—that chased by 
Rear Admiral Tracey, with the Rodney, Howe, 
Warspite, Neptuno, and Congueror on the port 
hand, and the ships with the Achil Rear Admiral 
on the other. 

“It was essential for success to prevent the 
enemy’s two divisions from uniting. The fleet with 
the Hercules steered such a course as to prevent this, 
The-Anson and ships with her closed till about 
seven or eight miles distant, when they turned and 
fled to the north and west, and were chased by the 
British fleet, with the Adwiral in command. 
Shortly afterward thé division of the enemy’s fleet 
under the Rear Admiral was seen. The Neptune 
was ordered to join the Hercules, aud subsequently, 
when Rear Admiral 'l'racey found he had sufficient 
force for his task, the capture of the Camperdown, 
Herv, and Immortalité was effected. Aci- 
ing on orders previously given, know- 
ing that the other division had also 
an enemy in. view, whose force he had 
not known—and it might have been sup. 
ported by the enemy’s whole fleet—he directed the 
Conqueror to join the Admiral in command. The 
Anson and ships with her—the Collingwood and 
Australia—were driven and chased from the chops 
of the Channel into the Atiantic for some uninety- 
six inlles north and west, to a position latitude 
49° 80’ north, longituds 7° 12’ west, wheh, it being 
clear that the enemy could not interfere with Rear 
Acinirat Tracey’s division, the British flest returned 
to its base, The two divisions once more united at 
daybreak on the 18th, and in company with the 
well-earned prizes made Falmouth, and the several 
ships wére coaled up. 

“In considering the manwuvros, officers will bear 
jn mind that as in a game of chess the rules of 
chess prevail, s0 in mimic warfare the rules alone 
are our guide, Suchand such a thing nmil@ht have 
been different in real war, but in a peace maneuyre 
the rules, whatever they are, are our guide.” 

Extreme satisfaction is expressed by the 
authorities at the manner in which the different 
ships of both fleéts (A and B) have been handlea 
by the officers commanding them. It seems to 
be admitted on ali hands that much of the sue- 
cess of the defending fleet was due to the effi- 
cient manner in which Sir George Tryon mancu- 
vred his slower ships 80 as to prevent a junct- 
ure of the forces of the enemy. 

At 6o’ciock on the morning of the Monday 
following the engagement the following ships 
of the Bor actiye squadron entered the port of 
Queenstown: Northumberland, Dévastation, 
Australia, Mersey, Iron Duke, Curlew, Nymphe, 
and Monarch. Four hours later four cruisers of 
the A squadron steamed past the outer limits of 
the port in an easterly direction, the weather 
being at the time very bad. Two of these cruisers 
came to, presumably for the purpose of watch- 
ing the movemeuts of any of Admiral Baird’s 
ships which might venture out of the harbor. 
Later on in the day seven war ships, under the 
command of Sir George Tryon, approached the 
entrance of the port as far as Daunt’s Rock 
Lightship, from a southwesterly airection. 
After lying some tihie under cover ofa thick 
mist, a large steam piunace was dispatched 
from one of the ships to reconnoitre and ascer- 
tain whether any of the Achi! fleet were still 
in the roads, but her presence being observed 
by the military at Fort Camden, a few shots 
were fired from the heavy guns of the fort, and 
bs little craft quickly steamed off to rejoin the 

eet. 

AtS P. M. it was reported from the forts of 
Carliele and Camden that eleven of the enemy’s 
ships had blockaded the port. Soon after the 
Anson (flagship) and the Collingwood left their 
moorings and steamed to positions in the outer 
harbor, outside the other vessels of the squad- 
ron, to prepare for an attack before darkness 
set in. 

On Monday the Northumberland, Iron Duke, 
Monarch, Devastation, and Curiew left the har- 
bor, and after proceeding about sixty miles in a 
southeasterly direction sighted sixteen ships of 
the defending squadron abeut séven miles dis- 
tant. Admiral Buird at once steamed full speed 
18 retreat fur harbor protection, an exciting 
chase ensuing. On the 19th Queerstown was 
blockaded.

MRS. HAMILTON RESIGNED TO HER

The Treasury statement for Sept. 1 is 
aremarkable one. It will be remembered 
that the statement for Aug. 1 showed an 
increase in the net debt of about a 
million dollars. This, though unusual, 
did not attract much attention, the ex- 
planation being that it was due to the in- 
creased payments from the appropriations 
‘that became available on July 1. Butthe 
statement.for-the 1st of September shows 
an increase in the net debt—i.¢, in the 
debt less cash in the Treasury—of over 
six millions of doHars. It had been 
estimated last week at the Treasury 
that there might be an increase of some 
million and a half. Four times that amount 
of increase must be a genuine surprise to 
all concerned. It certainly will be one to 
the people generally who had gone on the 
assumption that there was still a surplus to 
get rid of. A detailed explanatiou of the 
causes of this-ssudden and remarkable lapse 
into a deficit:for the first two months.of the 
fiscal year would be interesting, if trust- 
worthy. 








Mr. Senator CoLquitr of Georgia.is-prob- 
ably correct in his report that in his State 
the appointments by the present Adminis- 
tration have not been popular, and especial- 
ly because in a number of cases residents 
of the State have been removed and re- 
placed by men who were not residents. 
As yet, although the President has been 
very industrious in making changes, it is 
quite impossible to detect any signs of his 
having a consistent policy 1n the South, un- 
less it be that of using theshattered remnants 
of the old John Sherman machine to con- 
struct a Harrison machine. Probably there 
has never been in eny modern State a more 
hopelessly and desperately corrupt body of 
men than those who were appomted to 
places under the Federal Government in the 
interest of Mr. SHERMAN. Thathigh-minded 
patriot, we are happy to say, was persist- 
ently and ridiculously betrayed by these 
men, and we have no doubt that Mr. Har- 
RISON will be betrayed also, unless he can 
contrive to keep alive in the breasts of his 
appointers the gratitude which consists in a 
lively sense of favors to be conferred. 








Nearly ten thousand men who are or have 
been in actual service as railroad bruakemen

PLAT?’s infrequent essays in humor as if 
it were a hard and wicked man’s announce- 
ment of an infamous purpose. 








The mention by cable of the Sedan cele- 
bration at Berlin does not indicate a 
repetition of that conduct on the part of 
the British Chargé d’Affaires which a fort- 
night earlier, at the anniversary of Mars 
la Tour, had wounded the sensibilities 
of Mr. LaBoucHERE. On that former oc- 


-casion several members of the British Em- 


bassy were present at the festival cere- 
monies of the First Dragoon Regiment of 
the Prussian Guards, ‘and took a promi- 
nent part,” as Mr. LABOUCHERE phrased 
it before Parliament, ‘‘in the toasts that 
were proposed;” so that he inquired 
whether the embassy ought not to be 
directed to abstain from celebrating Ger- 
man victories obtained over France. Sir 
J. FERGUSSON answered that the participa- 
tion objected to was merely “a graceful 
compliment to a feat of arms, and had no 
political significance,” which declaration 
was received with cries of “Oh! oh!” 
The fact is that the courteous attention 
happened during a little blaze of Anglo- 
German fervor produced by the visit of 


‘the Emperor to Osborne, the professions of 


English sympathy with the peace aims of 
the triple alliance, the conferring of a 
Prussian Colonelcy on Queen VICTORIA, the 
gift by her Majesty to Prince BISMARCK of 
@ full-length portrait of herself, and the 
conspicuous snubbing of the German East 
African Company for the sake of British 
friendship. Perhaps it was simply with a 
view to moving in this current that the 
British Embassy took part in the Mars la 
Tour banquet; yet this year’s celebration 
was perhaps not the fittest for doing so, 
since British official countenance had just 
been withheld from the French centennial 
exhibition. At all events, the embassy 
may have been more circumspect in the 
celebration of Sedan. 


We do not know how well Mr. LitttzE of 
Ohio is qualified for the very delicate task 
of weighing and passing upon the Vene- 
zuelan claims, but he could not be much 
less capable than Mr. Tuomas of Illinois, 
who hoped to get the work—and the pay. 
Mr. THoMAS is by no means without ability, 
and if he had self-respect enough to 
abandon office seeking as a permanent oc- 
cupation, he might easily attain a certain 
prominence and usefulness, But he has 
been pressing his ‘*‘ claims” for so numerous 
and so various places under this Adminis- 
tration that it is impossible to regard him 
seriously. Mr. LINCOLN is said to have 
heaved a double sigh over the retirement of 
every Republican Congressman, one be- 
cause he would have a new man to 
“‘satisfy” and a second because the retir- 
ing member would haveto be “taken care 
of.” Mr. HARRISON gets out of the dilemma 
by calmly disposing of the best places for 
his personal advantage and letting the 
Congressmen look out for themselves. 








SILVER. 

For the past three years this country has 
been ina relatively tranquil state of mind 
in regard to its currency, not so much from 
any conviction that the system regulating 
the currency is a safe and good one, but 
from the feeling common to all enterprising 
communities, and especially strong with us, 
that if to-day is fairly prosperous to-mor- 
row may take care of itself. Nor is this 
state of mind likely to be very soon broken 
in upen by.any change in our-circumstances, 
The prosperity that we have enjoyed bids 
fair to be enhanced rather than diminished 
in the immediate future, and the currency 
that hasnow served our purpose very well for 
some timeis likely to continue todo soif it is 
not.altered. But that is precisely the point 
that ought to attract the attention of all 
careful observers. The currency is liable 
to very great alterations at any time, being 
dependent for its character upon the dis- 
cretion (or indiscretion) of Congress, and 
quite cut loose from constitutional restric- 
tions such as the founders of the Govern- 
ment fondly imagined that they had placed 
around it, And whatever changes are made 
in it for some time to come will probably 
be for the worse, all efforts to change it for 
the better since 1875 having hopelessly and 
disgracefully failed, while every change 
that has been made in it has not only been 
bad but made from bad motives and in 
deference to some of the most dangerous 
and immoral combinations that our politics 
have ever witnessed. 

What may be called the high-tide mark 
of financial honesty in our treatment of 
the currency was reached in 1869, when 
Congress, accepting the simple and manly 
policy of Mr. McCuLiocnH, who had been 
paying the legal tender notes, passed al- 
most unanimously the famous resolution 
declaring the purpose of the Government 
really and honestly to pay allits obliga- 
tions in coin, the only coin then known to 
us being gold, and silver dollars, which, if,

been worth more than gold. That was 


twenty years ago, and the course of the 
nation in financial morals has been steadily 
downward ever since, with the single ex- 
ception of the Resumption act of 1875, 


followed the panic of 1873. Then came 
the Resumption act of 1875, which was 
sound so far as it went, but was purposely 
left somewhat vague. Then ensued the 
shameful act of 1878 by which the Treas- 
ury was ordered not to resume specie pay- 
ments, but immediately to re-borrow a 
dollar for every dollar redeemed under the 
law of 1875,an act which was the most 
serious blow to national honor ever dealt 
by an American Congress, and was the oc- 
casion for the revolutionary decision of 
the Supreme Court, which gave (we do not 
say which recognized, for it did not exist, 
but which actually gave) to Congress the 
right to issue legal tender notes at its own 
sweet will. And with this came the law 
for compulsory silver coinage, commonly 
known as the Bland bill, but which was 
really due to Mr. ALLISON, who, in this as 
in some other things, showed how much 
mischief a man capable of great good can 
do when he takes ambition and not con- 
science as a guide. 

From the time of the passage of the silver 
law to the present there has been a more or 
less open struggle between the honest part 
of the community, who wished to restrain 
the coinage of silver to such an amount as 
would make it safely worth its face, and 
those who desired to push still further the 
swindle involved in its provisions and 
transfer wholly to private pockets the profit 
(with much more) now made by the Treas- 
ury. In that struggle the honest men have 
been steadily beaten. For a number of 
years they had a considerable support 
among the leaders of the Republicam Party, 
very few of whom were in direct sympathy 
with the silver party, some of them, like 
Mr. MorRiLu, being determined foesof that 
party, and some being ready to goas far 
toward honesty as they could without im- 
periling party success. But now the coun- 
try is called upon to face asituation rad- 
ically different. The organization of the 
Republican Party is in the hands of men 
who have ne scruple where their own ends 
are involved, who have made a disgraceful 
bargain with the silver party, and who, if 
these latter make a determined claim, will 
be both unwilling and unable to offer any 
real resistance. It is no longer a question 
whether we can secure the repeal of the sil- 
ver law, or the suspension of coinage, but 
whether we shall not have unlimited coin- 
age of legal tender silver dollars on the 
basis of the present law. To prevent such 
a calamity and disgrace we cannot trust 
the leaders of either party. We can only 
look to the force of intelligent public opin- 
ion, a8 expressed by the financiers and mer- 
‘chants of the country. We have profound 
confidence that this force will be found suf- 
ficient, but it is well to keep our eyes open 
to the signs of the times, and not to under- 
rate either the danger or the difficulty of 
meeting it. 





THE PUBLIC LANDS. 

During the Administration of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND and underthe direction of Commis- 
sioner SPARKS careful inquiry concerning 
a large number of desert-land entries was 
made by the special agents of the General 
Land Office. Many of these entries were de- 
clared to be fraudulent, and in some cases 
the land covered by them was restored to 
the public domain. In other cases action 
upon the entries or applications was 
suspended in order that the proof 
of fraud might be made complete. 
One of these special agents, not now 
in the service, directs attention to 
the recent action of the General Land Of- 
fice concerning a group of these entries in 
Wyoming. It appears that the suspension 
ordered by Commissioner SPARKS has been 
revoked, and that action upon the claims 
is to be taken immediately. The retired 
special agent asserts that the inquiry as to 
the claims in question was made by him, 
and that the facts disclosed should have 
been sufficient to prevent confirmation of 
theentries. Many of the entries were made 
in the names of residents of Cumberland 
County, Penn., and it is asserted that 
these entry men never saw the land covered 
by the claims, but permitted their names to 
be used forthe benefit of a corporation. 

Several pages of the Land Office report 
for 1888, prepared by Commissioner 
STOCKSLAGER, were filled with accounts of 
the discoveries made in Wyoming and else- 
where by the special agents who had been 
instructed to inquire as to fraudulent en- 
tries. For example, it was found that in 
Southern Colorado fifty-seven homestead 
entries, covering 8,000 acres of valuable 
coal land, had been made by two men un- 
der the names of fictitious persons. Many 
other cases of the kind were cited. The 
following statements were made in the re- 
port concerning desert-land entries in Wy- 
oming: 

“Seventy-eight desert-land entries, embrac- 
ing 48,000 acres, were entered in the Cheyenne 
District, Wyoming, and transferred immediate- 
ly after proof to a land and ditch company 
which had been previously organized for the 
purpose of acquiring title to said lands. Most 
of the entry men lived in the Eastern States and 
had never seen the land, nor did they make any 
expenditure thereon. The purchase money 
and all other expenses were paid by the com- 
pany, which evidently used the names of the 
entry men in making the entries. 

“The agent has spent a considerable portion 
of his time in procuring evidence and preparing 
himself for trial in another batch of tifty-five 
desert-land entries made under similar circum- 
stances. These entries cover 35,000 acres, and 
the final proofs were made alleging the recla- 
mation of the tracts, which was found not to be 
true. These entry men all lived in the Eastern 
States, and were never in Wyoming, and had no 
interest in the lands, and took no part In making 
the entries except to sigu their names to the 
entry papers.” 

It does not appear whether the entries 
concerning which the order of suspension 
was recently revoked are some of the entries 
mentiened above by: Commissioner STock- 
BLAGER, but according to the statements of 
the retired special agent the entries upon 
which action is now to be taken are in the 
same district and were made under similar

| conditions. It is asserted, moreover. that 
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the newly-appointed local land officers are 
friendly to the corporation that controls the 
entries in question.

were made inthe manner described in the 
report and that have been denounced by 
Commissioners SPARKS and STOCKSLAGER, 
the matter will surely become the subject 
of investigation in Congress. A Republican 
Commissioner, Mr. MCFARLAND, repeatedly 
exposed the frauds that were being commit- 
ted on the public lands, and urged Congress 
to take steps for the punishment of the 
land grabbers and the reclamation of the 
land fraudulently acquired. Two Dem- 
ocratic Commissioners, Mr. SPARKS 
and Mr. STOCKSLAGER, carried on the 
work that he had begun, and their reperts 
relate to hundreds of cases of fraud involv- 
ing hundreds of thousands of acres, con- 
cerning which their agents collected proof 
that was used effectively in many in- 
stances. It is the clear duty of the officers 
now controlling the Land Office to use this 
proof in all cases where it has not been 
used, and if there shall be any attempt to 
serve the interests of the speculators whose 
tricks have been exposed, it will not be 
possible to conceal the action so: taken. 








MONEY FOR THE FAIR. 


Whether or not there is to be a World’s 
Fair in New-York in 1892 will be decided 
very soon after the Finance Committee re- 
ports its scheme for raising funds. Until 
now all has proceeded prosperously, and 
the crisis will be past when it appears 
that the people’s dollars are behind the 
enterprise. But in order that the work 
shall suffer no check it is desirable that 
there shall be the clearest and broadest 
possible understanding as to how much 
money is wanted, and from whom, and 
upon what probable basis of profit or re- 
imbursement. It is far from being suffi- 
cient to announce, however loudly or 
frequently, that upon such a date sub- 
scriptions will be received. A time for an 
educational process should precede the 
opening of the lists, and when that time 
comes there should already be in the 
minds of every man from whom a dollar 
can be expected a clear resolve as to what 
he will do. This educational process should 
not be in the least taken for granted because 
the daily press has printed much about the 
civic, commercial, and educational advan- 
tages of attracting millions over the rail- 
ways to spend days or weeks among our 
hotels and shops. What is needed is some- 
thing in the nature ef a well-reasoned pro- 
spectus which shall set clearly before the 
eyes of business men a debit and credit bal- 
ance sheet. The cost, of course, cannot and 
need not be excessively itemized. That at 
least may be taken for granted. But in pro- 
portion as the resources are studied out in 
detail the basis of the income will be broad- 
ened. It must not be thought thatany pains 
spent upon this work will be excessive, or 
will be wasted. There are other Richmonds 
in the field. Washington, with its opper- 
tunities for personal and local influence 
upon Congress, is a rival that can be beaten 
but should not be despised. And although 
people resident around New-York hear 
chiefly about New-York’s fair, there is a 
noisy tewn in Illinois which is seeking to 
set up in business on the strength of the 
idea started here. The notion that there 
can be an international fair in a far inland 
town, upon the shore of a fresh-water pool, 
is of course preposterous. The danger 
point here is not what Chicagoans can do 
for themselves, but what envy can lead 
them todo by way of blocking other people’s 
plans. Under the lead of the West Con- 
gress refused to grant the money first 
asked for the Philadelphia Centennial. 
This experience is possibly to be repeated 
unless New-York can show cash in hand 
in fair proportion to her claims of superi- 
ority over the [illinois settlement. 


A contribution toward the need thus indi- 
cated is gained by comparing the results of 
1876 with the possibilities of the present 
day. The popular subscription to the stock 
in this city was $250,000, with probably 
some late additions. This was an “invest- 
ment,” and must be compared with the gift 
of two and a half millions by Pennsylvania 
and Philadelphia. New-York City and 
New-York State being constitutionally pro- 
hibited from giving even one dollar, it fol- 
lows that the popular local subscriptions 
mast be ten times what they were a baker’s 
dozen of years ago, and they should be twenty 
times as large. The task need not appall 
such a Finance Committee as the New-York 
fair has, but, being aware of the nature of 
the task, they probably will not underrate 
the need of effortsin the nature of those 
already outlined. : 

Casting about to see from what source 
reinforcements may reasonably be expect- 
ed, it appears that the total stock subscrip- 
tions, according to the report of the Board 
of Finance, in December, 1875, were $2,357,- 
750. Of this $100,000 came in a generous 
lump from New-Jersey, and $35,000 was. con- 
tributed by Delaware, Connecticut, and 
New-Hampshire. Thisis very far from being 
a discouraging showing. The very smallness 
of the sums got from such sources is guaran- 
tee that a great deal better can be done now. 
There is not a Mayor of any town in any 
State bordering New-York who should not 
be personally solicited to help. A more 
promising source of income than this can 
scarcely be indicated to the Finance Com- 
mittee. We have already intimated that 
the concessions should be made to yield 
more than at Philadelphia. As indicating 
where to look for nest eggs it may be said 
that the royalty on beer sold was estimated 
at $50,000 at $3 a barrel. The catalogue 
was calculated to bring in $100,000, the 
sales of soda water were counted on for 
$52,000, and of tobacco, &c., $18,000, 
Surely this can be improved upon. And, 
what is most singular, we nowhere find in 
these figures any evidence that the rail- 
ways and hotels as such took any great or- 
ganized interest in helping on the project. 
We have already mentioned with approval 
the idea that advance sales of tickets, 
possibly at reduced rates for cash or in the 
form of coupons to bonds which should en- 
title holders to reimbursement if there were 
profits, would probably put the committee 
in funds to start upon. Of course, the 
Finance Committee will itself make first 
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mention of a guarantee fund of say $1,000,- 
000, to be postponed for other creditors, but 
to be repaidif possible. If theneed is great 
it will be seen that the field is broad, 
fertile, hitherto scarcely adequately culti- 
vated, and, webelieve, ample. To convince 


subscribers that this is so is very much | 


more to the purpose than to rely upon any 
amount of frothy enthusiasm, however sin- 
cere and abundant. 


LABOR DAY. 


When a new holiday was added to the 
list, which is not too long, and it was pro- 
vided that it should be known as Labor 
Day, people in general expected that in its 
observance some special significance and 
purpose would be brought to light. Thus 
far nothing of the kind has happened. The 
date chosen is as convenient, perhaps, as 
could have been selected with reference to 
most kinds of business. They are compara- 
tively dull during the Summer, and they 
have not begun to recover from their dull- 
ness by the first of September. The weather 
is apt to be too dry and dusty for much en- 
joyment out of doors, though that is not 
the case this year. If the object of the hol- 
iday were merely to make a holiday, and to 
enable labor to take a “day off,” the first 
Monday in September is a very goed day to 
take. Employers who pay their men by 
the week or a longer period will for the 
most part easily reconcile themselves to be- 
ing deprived of their services on this day. 

Unfortunately “Labor,” as the term is tech- 
nically used by walking delegates and by 
demagogues, means labor that is employed 
and paid by the day, and when this kind of 
labor takes a day off, the laborer himself 
pays the expense of the relaxation, so that 
it is not easy to understand the exultation 
with which the enactment of the new holi- 
day was hailed as a triumph for Labor. It 
is, we believe, one of Gov. Hriw’s claims 
upen the allegiance of Labor that he urged 
the Legislature to create Labor Day, another 
being that he asked that body whether it 
was not desirable to amend the conspiracy 
clauses of the Penal Code so as to make it 
easier and safer to inflict death by starva- 
tion upon workmen who incurred the dis- 
pleasure of the labor unions. But his zeal 
for Labor Day seems to be quite harmless, 
and it is strange that any importance should 
have been attached to it. The measure was 
not strongly opposed, since it was felt that 
when any considerable body of citizens 
wished to take a day off at their own cost 
their wish ought to be gratified. 

It still remains a question why it should 
have been desired to make a holiday and 
callit Laber Day. If all men who work for 
wages could be induced to walk in proces- 
sions, ‘their number would, of course, be 
seen to beenormous. Butitisimpracticable 
to secure such a display. Many laboring 
men, and those not the least intelligent and 
respectable, will prefer to spend their holi- 
days by amusing themselves in what to 
them seems a more rational way than walk- 
ing about behind brass bands. Moreover, 
nothing would be gained even if all the 
workers for wages turned ont. The politi- 
cians whom such a turn-out must be es- 
pecially meant to impress are quite suffi- 
ciently impressed already with the impor- 
tance and numerousness of the ‘““Laborvote,” 
and quite sufficiently disposed to answer 
all of what they suppose te be its demands. 
If Labor Day were made the occasion of 
formulating and urging these demands, it 
would gain a reason of being, and would 
cease to be a nullity by becoming a nui- 
sance. 

For it is really the labor unions that rep- 
resent themselves in public as “ Labor,” and 
this is a false pretense. In a community 
like ours everybody is a workingman ex- 
cept the very small fraction of men who 
live upon the income of investments, and 
most men of business are at once workmen 
and employers, The workingmen who do 
not belong to labor unions far outnumber 
those who do, and for the unions to repre- 
sent them as being anti-labor, or non-labor, 
as they do in arrogating to themselves the 
exclusive title of Labor, is to make an un- 
true and unjust pretension and te array 
the members of labor unions against the 
whole community. If this could be-effectu- 
ally done, it would be a most mischievous 
piece of business, and it is therefore a mat- 
ter for congratulation tbat the celebration 
of Labor Day has thus far been empty and 
meaningless. 


It appears that there are already grum- 
blings among the strikersin Londen over 
the division of the relief fund. This was 
fully to be expected. In New-York the re- 
lief fund has occasienally been carried in 
the trousers pockets of the Executive Board 
in bank notes and pulled ont at the direc- 


tion of that bedy. The accountability of 
the keepers of the fund may be better 
secured in London, but that is not 
probable. In any case the _ relief 
fund must very soon become inade- 
quate, if it be not so already. This is 
one of the follies of a general strike. If all 
the sympathizers had remained at work 
and contributed to the relief fund instead 
of striking and depending upon it, the orig- 
inal strikers would have had a much better 
chance of success. The more men there are 
engaged in a strike the stronger it looks 
when they take to marching in processions, 
but the weaker it really is. 


BRITISH SALARIES TO BE REDUVUOED. 
From the London Truth. 

A committee of the House of Lords has been 
for some time inquiring into the emoluments of 
its officials, and the report has just been pre- 
sented, If the recommendations are carried 
out there will be an aggregate saving of £6,874 
per annuum, 
Parliaments, who now receives £3,000 a year, 
including £500 as house allowance, shall in 
tuture be paid £2,000, and he is to be given the 
house now occupied by Black Rod. The Clerk 
Assistant is to be reduced from £1,800, with 
£300 as house allowance, to £1,500 without 
the said allowance. The Sergeant-at-Arms, who 
now gets £1,500 a year, out of which he is 
obliged to pay £250 to a deputy, is cut down to 
£1,000, but he need not then provide himself 
with a deputy. _The committee recommends, 
not merely that the salary of Black Rod shall 
be reduced from £2,000 to £1,000, but also 
that the holder of this sinecure shall be de- 
prived of the excellent house which he now 
occupies. The office of Black Rod is the only 
really good thing that is absolutely. in the per- 
sonal xift of the sovereign, so the Queen is not 
likely to be pleased at having her i enene 80 
seriousiy interfered with, especialiy as, in all 
probability, the reversion of the piace is already 
promised,

In the absence of a thoroughly satisfactory 
composition for cleansing the fouling of the 
bottoms of war vessels the British Admiralty 
has determined to copper the hulls of the 
Centurion and Harfleur upon a sheathing of 
teak of the single thickness of 414¢inches. This 
will necessitate the broadening of the ships by 
9 inohes, with commensurate increase of dis- 

lacement and decrease of speed. On the other 
ees the ships will be enabled to keep the sea 
for long periods without the necessity of being 
docked. |

PARK THEATRE. 

The Park Theatre, lately occupied by Mr. Har 
rigan, has fallen intoother hands. The house has 
been papered, painted, and carpeted anew, and ig 
now much bri¢hter and more cheerful in appear- 
ance than it was last Winter. It cannot be said 
that the place of Mr. Harrigan is filled upon the 
stage, for Messrs Hugh Fay and William 
Barry will never rank with their predé 
cessor as artists, and their play will 
not compare favorably with Mr. Harrigan’s 
poorest sketches of low life in the metropolis. 


But Barry and Fay are funny fellows, clever 
caricaturista of some of the distinctive traits of 
our own Irish fellow-citizens, and they have 
begun their new venture with a reasonably fair 
chance of success. 

The farce called MoKenna’s Flirtation” ts @ 
very crudely-constructea affair, resembling the 
_— acrobatic farce more nearly than a 

Neither the piece nor the prin- 
cipal actors are new to this neighborhood, al- 
though they have not, hitherto, come mi- 
nently in the view of readers of THE Times. 
Messrs. Barry and Fay have hitherte, since they 
abandoned the variety stage, worked rather in 
the byways. Lately they intrusted the control 
of their business to an active, enterprising 
young manager, Mr. Dunlevy, who may be re- 
lied upon to keep them as far in the front as 
their taients and their power to amuse the mul- 
titude will permit. 

**McKenna’s Flirtation” deals with the fari- 
ous jealousy of a Harlem contractor and a re- 
tired milkman, caused, in the dear old-fashioned 
way, by the misadventures of two letters. The 
trouble begins in front of an unfinished tene- 
ment McKenna is building in the goat district 
far up town, and ends in a picnic park on the 
East River. Dioramic representations of ele- 
vated railroad trains and beats on the river in 
motion are incidental scenic features. MoKen- 
Da, a short, stoat Irishman, with red hair, goes 
through the play burdened with the delusion that 
the comely wife of Ryan, a tall, slender, sedate 
Trishman, is in love with him. Both Barry as 
McKennaand Fay as Kyan are indefatigable in 
the efforts to keep the fun going. They succeed- 
ed last nightin making a holiday audience that 
completely packed tne theatre roar with 
laughter incessantly. The applause began in 
earnest toward the close of the first act and cen- 
tinued throughout the evening. 

There is plenty of singing and dancing of the 
music hall variety in * MeKenna’s Flirtation,” 
and itis all satisfying to the ordinary taste, 
Barry and Fay are well-supported by Miss Marie 
Cahill, an active young lady who plays the 
heroine, sings a number of songs, and dances 
after the manner of Letty Lind; and by Mies 
Marion A. Karle, Mr. gy.

Mr. Albery’s widow, 
Mary Moore, 1s the Lg actress in the com- 
pany that Mr. Charles Wyndham is bringing to 
this country. 

“The Still Alarm” at the Grand Opera House 
last evening was enthusiastically welcomed by 
alarge audience. Harry Lacy, in the leadin 
réle, Jack Manley, was several times calle 
before the curtain, and after the triumphant 
exit of the fire engine at the end of the third act 
nothing would do but that he must bring for- 
ward the horses, too.

MR. ADAMS ATTACKED. 


The Kings County Democrats began their Fall 
campaign last night with a fight, and for a time 
it was a very bitter one. The ring was formed 
in the Brooklyn Athenzum, and the spectators 
and participants were the members of the Dem- 
ocratic General Committee. 

They met for the first time since June, and 
only about fifty members were in attendance, 
John P. Adams presided, and as soon as the 


routine business was ended he was made the ob- 
ject of avery fierce attack, The fight grew 
ont of the recent appointment of ex-Assembly- 
man Mulholland, a Republican boss in the 
Fourth Ward, as Granite Inspector by Adams, 
who is City Works Commissioner. The job is 
worth about $2,500 a year, and many lecal 
Democrats wanted it, but Mulholiand’s secret 
influence was too powerful 

John McKeown of the Fourth Ward was the 
man who had the temerity todenounce the 
President of the General Committee and the 
head of the principal department of Mayor 
Chapin’s Government. He read off a resoiution 
rehearsing the facts in the case and closing as 
follows: 

Resotved, Tnat this Democratic General Commit. 
tee denounces the appointment of Republicans to 
oftice under Demuocratic officials, while good and 
etticient men of our own party seek the positions. 

Then he went on to score Commissioner Ad- 
ams in a heated spe which brought out con- 
siderable applause. e alleged that the ap- 

ointment of Mulholland had caused many 

emocrats to resign from the Fourth Ward 
Assoeiation. John McNamara of the Third 
Ward aud John Shaughnessy of the Fourth 
Ward spoke to the same purpose, but William 
Furey, ex-Charities Commissioner Powell, and 
Col. Moore of the Twenty-third Ward talked in 
tavor of referring the matter to the Executive 
Committee for report, 

Commissioner Adams then started out to 
make an explanation, but he said nothing about 
Mulholland. Hedid call the menibers of the 
committee “ narrow-minded blockheads,” and 
said that very few present were capanie of un- 
derstanding the merits of the case. He charged 
that an attempt was being made to introduce 
the charge at a meeting that was small and un- 
representative, and then compared those pres- 
ent to the stalactites in Kentucky’s Mammoth 
Cave. 

MeKeown was rited by this and abused Adams 
briefly but vigorously, and then the resolutions 
were referred to the Executive Committee. 
Even McKeown had not the courage to vote 
against that. When the meeting adjourned he 
said: ‘Those resolutions got about as far aa I 
thought they would. Now they will be in- 
terred.” 

Before ourning, the committee fixed upon 
Sept. 20 asthe date of the primaries and Sept. 
24 as the date of the Assembly Conventions, at 
which delegates to the State Convention are to 
be elected. 





LABOR DAY IN MONTREAL. 

MONTREAL, Quebes, Sept. 2.—To-day was 
Labor Day here andthe city wore a general 
holiday aspect. The Mayor having proclaimed 
the day a civic holiday, most of the factories 
were closed. Members of the various labor or- 
ganizations, numbering 7,000 men, assembled 
on the Champ de Mars and marched in proces- 
sion to the exhibition grounds, where a number 
of sports were held. In addition, speeches 
were delivered by Gelegates to the Dominion 
Labor Congress, Which opens to-wurrow and will - 
continue ia session ail the week. 





GEN, HIPPOLYTE’S VICTORY 


THE QUIET OCCUPATION 
POkT AU PRINCE, 
THE CEREMONIAL OBSERVED AT THE 
END OF THE WAR—PART TAKEN BY 
THE UNITED STATES OFFICERS, 


PorT AU PRINCE, Rayti, Aug. 23.—The war is 
over and peace—for the first time in a year— 
reigns in Hayti. When the United States Minis- 
ter, who went at Légitime’s request to Hippo- 
lyte to secure terms, returned day before yester- 
day, it was apparent that nothing remained to 
be done but to bring the farce to aclose andring 
down the curtain. The terms were as follows: 

Firsi—That Légitime should leave Hayti. 

Second—That Légitime’s treops shculd be dis- 
armed. 

ihird—That the city should be delivered at 9 
A. M. Aug. 23, and that the Army of the North 
should be met at the city’s gate by the consular 
corps. 

In compliance with the ftirst clause of the 
agreement, Légitime left the city yesterday at 
2 F. M. He drove from the palace to the 
French Legation, andin the carriage with him 
were the French Minister and Gen. Frangois, 
the military chief of the arrondissement. Be- 
hind came a second carriage containing Admiral 
Gherardi, two of his staff, and the commander 
of the French gunboat Kerguelen, aud following 
was a yelling mob composed of Légitime’s 
admirers with cries of “ Vive Légitime!”’ 
and “A bas les Cacos,” (this word 
Cacos being a contemptuous term applied 
by Port au Princiens to the Northerners.) At 


the whart Légitime, amid the shouta of the 
mob, embarkedin the boat of the Kerguelen, 
which vessel is his present refuge. She sails to- 
worrow or next day. As the ex-Presi¢ent left 
he was saluted by a fusillade of small arms in 
the hands of the mob, and loaded with ball 
cartridge. It is a marvel that so little damage 
was done. Several were wounded, and some of 
the bullets fellout in the harbor in dangerous 
proximity to the men-of-war. : 

All of the civil ollicers, as well as Légitime’s 
Cabinet, are either fugitives or have taken 
refuge in the legativns and consulates. So, from 
the time of the embarkation of Légitime the 
city was actually without a government. The 
diplomatic corps and the Laval commanders 
held a meeting and issued acall to nine prom- 
inent Haytian citizens to form a Revolutionary 
Committee and select a Governor pro tem. Tnis 
was done, and a respectable old Haytian Gen- 
eral bearing the good old name of Montmorency 
Was chosen. 

The naval Captains placed themselves under 
the instructions of Admiral Gherardi. The 
three ships of war in port moved infrom the 
outer to within a short distance of the water 
front, and so anchored as to bring their bat- 
tertes to bear upon the city. The great guns 
were cast loose and loaded. Everything was 
made ready for landing men at a Moment’s no- 
tice, and a proclamation was issued warning 
the people that the public peace Must be pre- 
served, and that any attempt at rioting would 
de put down by force of the men-of-war’s bat- 
talions. Orders were sent to the three Haytian 
gunboats in port directing them to haul fires 
and not to attempt, by their guns, to give any 
aid to a@ rising con shore, and threatening that, 
in case any of them attempted to leave port, 
they would be fired on by the warvessels. Con- 
trary to a}l prophecies, the night passed very 
quietly and without any disturbance. 

At dawn this morning the whole city was 
agog. Just before 9 o’cloex the diplomatic 
corps, Gen. Montmorency, aud several Amer- 
jean naval officers went outside the northern 
wall and delivered up the city to Hippoltye’s 
representative—Gen. Mompoint, Jeune. This 
ceremony completed, the procession, composed 
ot 2,500 Northern troops, and headed by a man 
on horseback bearing the United States flag, 
followed by United States Minister Thompson, 
Lieuts. Kelly and Huse of the United States 
Navy, and the foreign Consuls, entered the city. 
There was not the slightest disturbance, and 
the whole affair was conducted with dignity. 

The Northern men are a finer-looking race 
than the Southerners. They were in marching 
order with their knapsacks and canteens, and 
haversacks with two days’ rations. They were 
better uniformed than their Southern coun- 
trymen, and better armed. There were 
about 700 cavalry and1,800infantry. An hour 
later the second column came in from the south- 
east side—from the direction of La Cépe. Atl 
this afternoon the third column will enter from 
the west. By night there will be 8,000 North- 
ern troops in the city. The populace lookea on 
without any demonstration, indeed with appar- 
ent indifference. The city isin perfect coutrol, 
and all fears of a panic and riot have passed 
away. 

To our own country more than any other this 
good resultis due. The good sense and firm 
front of Admiral Gherardi showed any evil- 
minded persons that the Kearsarge was not to 
be trifled with. Her work is done here, and in 
atew days she will start homeward, possibly 
waiting for the Galena, and, if hercoming is long 
¢gelayed, sailing before her arrival.

NINIAN WIRT EDWARDS. 
The Hon. Ninian Wirt Edwards, the son of 


himself a distinguished man in the West, died 
at Springfield, TL, yesterday in the eighticth 
year of his age. 

Mr. Edwards was born. in Frankfort, ky., 
April 15, 1809, a time when his father, Ninian 
Edwards, was Chief Justice of the Court of Ap- 
peals of that State. Shortly after this event, 
while Mr. Edwards was a chila, the family 
moved to Kaskaskia, then the capital of Nlinois 
Territory. Ninian W. Edwards received his 
education at the Transylvania University, and 
while pureuing his studies at that institution 
he met Miss Elizabeth P. Todd, Mrs. Abraham 
Lincoln’s sister. The young people fell in love | 


with each other, their courtship was brief, and 
they were married before young Edwards’s 
ere uatign in 1838. His rise-in his protession— 

6 was graduated from the law department— 
was rapid, A year after he left college Gov. 
Reynolds apoctntes him Attorney General, and 
a tew months after he was elected to the Legis- 
lature of the State. 

Mr. Edwards omy og his legislative position 
in 1835 and went to live at springfield, which 
city he made his home up to the time of his 
death. In 1836 he was elected one of the seven 
Representatives from Sangamon County to the 
Legislature, and was the last of the “long nine” 
to whose efforts were due the removal of the 
capital to Springfield. He was re-elected to the 
Legislature in 1838 and 1840, and four years 
later was elected to the State Senate. He was 
re-elected in 1844, and was sent to represent 
his corey in the convention of 1847. 6 was 
re-elected to the House in 1848 and 1852, and 
during the latter term Gov. Matteson made him 
the first Superintendent of Public Instruction 
under the free school system adopted in that 
year. It was he who drafted the successful bill 
arovaiins free schools by local taxation. Thig 
office he held until 1857. In August, 1861 
President Lincoln appointed him Captain and 
Commissary ot Subsistence, which post he held 
till 1865, when he retired from public life. 

At the request of the State Historical Society 
in 1870 he prepared a volume entitled ‘The 
Life and Times of Ninian Edwarda and History 
of Illinois,” a work which is considered an au- 
thority. Mr. Edwards until 1854 was a stanoh 
Whig, and after that date was inclined to the 
support of the Democratic Party. 


JOHN A. GREENE. 
John A. Greene, a widely-known newspaper 
man, died yesterday, after a lingering iliness, at 
Bayside, L. I. He was born in Cincinnati, 


youth, and learned the printer’s trade. In 
1870 he obtained a position on the city staff of 
the Brooklyn Union, He made a change to the 
staff of the Sun, remaining until 1875. Then, 


for eighteen months, he was attached to the 
San Francisco Chronicle.

A NEW-JERSEY SLOOP CAPTURED AND 
HER CREW LOCKED UP. 


Rep Bank, N, J., Sept. 2.—A novel case, in 
which the clammers of Staten Island and New- 
Jersey are interested, has just been decided, 
and the decision will set at rest many disputes 
which have at times arisen between these op- 
posing factions.

LABOR DAY’S CELEBRATION 


INOIDENTS OF THE PARADE 
OF THE UNIONS. 
MANY INFORMAL PICNICS LATER IN THE 
DAY, BESIDES THE OUTINGS OF THE 
ORGANIZATIONS. 


Labor Day was honored with general observ- 
ance as a holiday in this city yesterday. Buasi- 
ness ceased and the people took an outing. 
There was not so much ia it to distinguish it 
from the ordinary holiday as had been antici- 
pated. The parado of labor organizations had 
little merit as a spectacle and fell short of be- 
ing otherwise specially imposing. Butas a day 
to be free from business, to rest, to take fresh 
air, and to enjoy outdoor freedom, yesterday 
‘was @ success. Blue sky, soft air, and gentle 
breezes furnished all the natural conditions to 
make a holiday perfect. And the thousands in 
in this city to whom a vacation never comes 
except on holidays will remember it with gen- 
uine pjeasure. 

Preparations for the labor parade drew a 
multitude to Washington-square in the morn- 
ing. From the earliest hours streams of travel 
centred there, coming from all directions. The 
French and Italian quarters from the south 
turned out in force. Bright-eyed girls and wo- 
men of all ages swarmed on the spacious drives 
and paths of the square, and the sun brought 
out the tints of their vari-colored bodices and 
headgear with prismatic eftect. From the east 


and west sides continuous crowds swept into 
the square. Nationalities were picturesquely 
merged in this vast assemblage, Gradually the 
streets that border the square took on a martial 
aspect. Columns of men came marching into 
them. Horsemen clattered though the lines 
carrying orders here and there. The drum and 
tife were bever still as the divisions filed into 
position. Every big organization had a brass 
band in tow. 

As 10 o’clock approached, when the proces- 
sion was to move, the spectators pressed into 
Waveriley-place and lower Fifth-avenue. Grand 
Marshal George Cavanagh was bound to make 
the start on time, and promptly on the hour he 
rode out at the head of the line, the brass bands 
struck up marching airs, and the parade got 
under way to the cheers of crowds that packed 
the sidewalks. Mr. Cavanagh was not above 
acknowledging salutations in the most lavish 
fashion. With cheering crowds in front and 
~ Hy flanks, and the blare of bands behind 
him, it required some skill to wave his hat con- 
tinuously with one hand and hold a seat firmly 
on his spirited bay horse. He succeeded in the 
circuit of the square, but by the time he turned 
into Fifth-avenue he looked as though he had 
done a day’s work. Luckily the spectators 
outside the square had F ried f otf room along 
the ocurbstones, and the Grand Marshal had a 
chance to recuperate. He needed such a chance, 
tor at the Union-square plaza there were other 
multitudinous demands that his silk hat come 
off, and he sould not be ungracious., 

By the time the Grand Marshal reached the 
plaza the entire procession was moving. It 
wound around Union-square, except on the 
west aide, swung out into Fourteenth-street as 
far as Fifth-avenue and extended down Fifth- 
avenue to the starting point. The lines strag- 
gled somewhat, but the men looked well. Most 
of the organizations made no effort toward 
spectacular effect. They all carried flags and 
banners, and the men wore flowers or badges 
on their coats and carried canes. The bakers 
in white shirts and hats, the oystermen inp blue- 
checked jumpers, the carpenters and joiners 
with white aprons, and the horseshoers with 
russet aprons were the only organizations in 
conspicuous uniform. Gambrinus and a jolly 
company rode in great state with beer galore 
to speed the journey. Tinsel, evergreens, and 
shining armor bedecked the wagons of this 
jolly company. The carpenters bore alott a 
gilded plane, and the bakers a gothic design 
worked out in confections. Transparencies 
were plentiful. Some of them bearing labor 
axioms had evidently been bought in job lots 
or saved over from former demonsirations.

#HVILS OF SPEOIAL LAWS,} 





STRIKING EXAMPLES IN CONNECTICUT’S 
RECENT LEGISLATION. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 2.—The new volume 
of special acts adopted by the Legislature dur- 
ing the session which was concluded in June 
will call public attention anew to the danger 
there isin this State from special legislation. 
Mr. David Dudley Field of New-York might 
well have had Connecticat in mind when he 
declaimed against biennial sessions of the State 
Legislatures in his address before the American 
Bar Association at Chisago last week. The 
special legislation against which Mr. Field pro- 
tested has come to be a menace of startling 
proportions to public interests in Connecticut. 
Over five hundred special acts were passed 
during the last session of the Legislature, all 
but two of which became operative through the 
Governor’s signature. These two measures, 
which were of comparatively small consequence, 
became law without Executive approval 

Of the five hundred and odd special acts one 
hundred and sixty-five were for the incorpora- 
tion of business and speculative concerns, fra- 
ternal organizations, church societies, and secret 
orders. Including the amendments to the char- 


ters of the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company and the Thomson-Houston 
Electric Light Company, the actual limit of 
capital authorized in 32 of the 165 acts of in- 
corporation is $91,250,000. The actual capital 
at the outset, including the $15,000,000 of the 
Consolidated Road and the $2,000,000 or there- 
about in the Thomson-Houston Electric, is 
$21,610,000. In other words, the thirty-two 
companies and concerns which have been 
granted special prerogatives by the Legislature 
have the right to increase their capital stock to 
the extent of $45,000,000 in round figures. 
Lhey will start under their special charters with 
@ capital of $4,110,000. The limit of capital in- 
volved in the whole list of incorporations au- 
thorized during the session will not fall below 
$100,000,000. 

The character of this special legislation will 
be easily illustrated by the citation of three or 
four of the principal companies incorporated. 
The American Improvement and Construction 
Company is authorized to start with a capital 
of $500,000. This sum, however, may be in- 
oreased to $10,000,000. The incorporators are 
ex-Congressman John T. Wait and Jonn HH 
Keep of Norwich, John Dayton and H. W. R. 
Hoyt of Greenwich, and Waiter L. Wilcox of 
Norwalk. The franchises intrusted to the cor- 

oration are of the broadest character. The 

Vational Investment Company, like its com- 
peer, the American Improvement and Con- 
struction, is authorized to start with a five- 
hundred-thousand-dollar capital, which may be 
increased to $10,000,000. The incorporators 
are ex-Congressman Wait, James H. Welles of 
Glastonbury, James R. Mead, H. W. R. Hoyt, 
and John @G. Reynolds of Greenwich, and 
George W. Ely of New-York. The intimate 
relationship between these two companies, 
which have been given the right to control 
$20,000,000 of capital is striking. Two 
of the incorporators, Messrs. Hoyt and 
Welles, are sons-in-law of the ex-Congress- 
man whose nawe heads the list in each ergani- 
zation. The National Investment Company 
will deal in bonds and stocks, while the former 
will be able, under 1ts charter prerogatives, to 
construct ‘an air line to hell,” as somebody has 
said, if the right of way could be obtained, for 
the transportation of spare funds left in the 
Connecticut national banks after the manu- 
fecteene sharks have finished withthem. By 
way of digression, it may be said on the best of 
authority that the national banksin this State 
have suffered considerably by the recent 
woolen mill failures. 

The Commonwealth Refining Company, which 
ia authorized to start with a capital of $1,000,- 
000 and increase the amount to an aggregate of 
ag ae also has the name of ex-Speaker 

W. R. Hoyt of Greenwich on the list of incor- 

) hae nig is associates are Andrew Foster 
iggins and James R. Mead of Greenwich, 
Dexter M. Swaney, James Bendernagel, and 
Thomas Marshall of New-York. This charter is 
designed to facilitate the sugar trade. In the 
act incorporating the Federal Improvement 
Company there is not a thing to show that an 
incorporator is # citizen of Connecticut. The 
company has been launched with the idea of en- 
tering the tield of railroad construction. Its 
authorized capital at the outset is $250,000. 
This sum May be increased to $5,000,000. The 
incorporators are Messrs. Charles P. Coffin, Ed- 
ward C. Richardson, George F. Tucker, Ware 
B. Gay, W. Orison Underwood, and John T. 
Coolidge third. It is impossibie to estanlish 
the iaentity of the incorporators by the act it- 
self, and yet the Legislature has intrusted to 
them, so far as a charter from the State can be 
of service, the manipulation of millions of capi- 


tal. 

The evil from this special charter business is 
rapidly increasing. In 1881 only twenty-nine 
companies were incorporated by the Législa 
ture. The total initial capital was $5,392,000. 
The increase limit was $28,365,000. In 1887, 
the Legislature of that year begimning the sys- 
tem of biennial sessions, 117 acts of incorpora- 
tion were adopted. Fifty-four of the number 
were for business and speculative concerns. 
The aggregate capital authorized at the outset 
was $10,475,000. The increase limit was fixed 
at $55,060,000. The past Winter tne Legisla- 
ture was overrun with lobby influence In benalf 
of special np rag The system is the most 
corrupt one that has ever gained afootnold in 
the State. 





WHEN AND HOW TO DISINFECT. 


From the Practical Farmer, 

Clothing which requires disinfecting should 
be submitted for about three hours to a tem- 
perature of 250°in a chamber charged with 
sulphuric fumes from a large quantity of sul- 
phur. The chamber should be so constructed 
asto prevent the fumes from passing off No 
germs can stand this. 

After a room has been used bya person sick 
with any contagious disease it becomes neces- 


sary to disinfect it before it is fit to be used 
again. This is done by removing and burning 
the weer on the walls, removing the bedsteads 
and other furniture, and exposi them to air 
and wind and giving them a fresh coat of var- 
nish; by having the mattress made over new 
and the hair boiled; by burning in the room 
three pounds of sulphur, and by whitewashing, 
painting, and papering the room anew. 

Now that itis generally conceded that con- 
sumption is caused by germs which multiply in 
the lungs, a method of disinfectimg them, which 
shall be harmless, has been sought for, but as 
yet without avail. The vapor of creosote, the 
oil of the eucalyptus and carbolio acid have 
been tried, and, to some extent, they may para- 
jiyze or stun the germs and prevent their rapid 
Increase; but as the passages of the lungs are 
delicate and the vapor cannot be brought very 
nearto them without injury, the good effects 
are slight. But there is one method which can- 
not fail to prove beneficial, and that is the in- 
halation of large quantities of fresh, pure air. 
This is worth more than any disinfectant for 
the lungs and can do no harm.

THE OATTLE INDUSTRY. 


SENATORS GET POINTS ABOUT THE 
DRESSED-BEEF COMPETITION. 


CHIcAGo, Sept. 2.—The Senatorial committee, 
with Senator George G. Vest of Missouri in the 
chair, began an investigation into the value of 
Chicago’s meat products and their transporta- 
tion this morning at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
An official summons had been sent out and num- 
bers of cattiemen were observed about the hotel 
lobby, evidently waiting their turn before the 
examiners. 

According to testimony given to-day by Syl- 
vanus Wilcox of Elgin. a man of large expe- 
rience in buying and selling cattle, as well as 
handling dressed meat, there has been a steady 
decline in beef cattle during the last few years, 
without any decline in the price to the con- 
sumer. This was a point the Senators seemed 
deeply interested in. Senator Vest did not 
hesitate to show his surprise when he learned 
that, although during the last ten years the 
average price of beef cattle had fallen off many 


per cent., the consumer was still paying just as 
much for his sirloin and rump steak as ever— 
more, if anything,jin some cases. 

Silas H. Larkin, also of Elgin, was called. 
He had been engaged in the cattle business in 
Texas and elsewhere, altogether having had 
about thirty years’ experience. He came loaded 
with figures, which he gave to the Senators, as 
follows: The prices of live cattle in the years 
named were as follows: In 1880, $34 75 per 
hundredweight; in 1881, $30 51 per hundred- 
weight; in 1882, $35 05 per hundredweight; 
in .1883, $38 66} per hundredweight; in 15884, 
$30 25 per hundredweicht; in 1885, $28 40 
per hundredweight; in 1887, $23 per hundred- 
weight; in 1888, $19 88 per hundredweight; in 
1889, $18 04 per hundredweight. 

After reading his tigures, which Mr. Larkin 
explained were more eloquent than words, he 
took a slap at the railroads. He complained 
that dealers throughout the country were re- 
fusing to buy the live stock, preferring to order 
the dressed beef from Chicago. The idea 
brought out was that the freight tariff on live 
stock was higher than that on dressed beef. 
Thus the smaller dealers considered it to their 
advantage to buy in Chicago. This left Chicago 
the control of the live stock market, or at least 
created a tendency in that direction, according 
to the philosophy of Mr. Larkin. 

Following him came Mr. E. T. Jefferey of the 
Tilinois Central Raiiroad. He admitted that the 
prices charged for delivering live beef were 
greater than for dressed beef. 

A number of other witnesses, commission 
men at the Union Stock Yards, were examined. 
The witness apparently most interesting to 
the Senators was Thomas Brown, who deals in 
export cattle. 

** Years ago,” he said, “ we had plenty of buy- 
ers, and if a man could not get his age he 
went on to New-York or Albany with his shi 
ment. But the railroads stopped this by crush- 
ing out these shippers, and the wrecks of many 
of them are to be seen about the yards to-day as 
the result of the old monopoly. The ratlroads 
all had their pets, and they ruined Western 
shippers. The dressed-beef trade has killed the 
live-cattie dealers of to-day.” 

*“< Why are present prices so low?” 

“T think you will find they are about what 
they were before the war. Thecraze for cattle 
raising of tive or six years ago may account for 
the surfeit of to-day.” 

**Whatdo you think of an international in- 
spection law ?” 

«* [ think shipping facilities should be as free 
on one side of the water as the other. We have 
always afforded even facilities for shipping and 
inspecting cattie and Europe has never done 
go.” 

Mr. Brown said the dressed-beef men were 
not frightened by pleuro-pneumonia because 
Europe would not take live cattle. The price went 
down and they were benefited accordingly. He 
said, also, that the portions of beef that could 
not be disposed of otherwise were always used 
in cans. When Senator Plumb arrives, the com- 
mittee will visit the stock yards and packing 
establisomenis. 





JAMES L. DE MOTTS SUICIDE. 


BECOMING DISCOURAGED, HE JUMPED 
FROM A FERRYBOAT. 


About 7:30 o’clock last evening George W. Fur- 
man, Superintendent of South Ferry, reported 
at the Twenty-eighth Police Precinct Station 
House that an unknown man had committed sul- 
cide by jumping from the ferryboat Pacific asshe 
was in midstream on her way trom Brooklyn to 
this city. The man, Mr. Furman said, took off 
his cuffs, hat, and coat, which he laid ona seat, 
and, making a rush to the end of 
the boat, jumped overboard before any 
one eould stop him, and was drowned. 
Mr. Furman then handed the property 
of the dead man to Capt. Gastlin. In the coat 
pockets there were found two sealed letters, 
one addressed to George V. De Mott, Clifton, 
Passaic, N. J., and the other to W. E. Blood- 
good, 28 Nassau-street, New-York. Another 
envelope contained a key, and there was a 
third letter, an open one, addressed to James J. 
Tnornley, a lawyer of 29 Park-row. In this let- 
ter he signs himself James L. De Mott, and said 
that should this prove to be his last day on 
earth, as be fears it is, unless God in His in- 
finite merey sends help to him his life must end, 
as this trouble is greater than he can bear any 
longer. 

He begs Mr. Thornley to do him a favor and 
ask his brother, George V. De Mott, to see that 
his body is laid beside his dear ones in old Ber- 
gen County. Should the brother refuse, then 
Mr. Thornley is requested to ask Bergen Lodge, 
No. 47, F. and A. M., who, he believes, will do 
all they can for him, as he Knew many of the 
members. A postscript is added stating that 
Mr. Thornley would find the key inclosea. 
The address of 70 High-street, Brookl was 
also found on the body. At that place Mr. and 
Mrs. Baker said that De Mott had boarded with 
them for nearly a year, and had left the 
house about two months ago to attend 
to some lawsuit that had caused him much 
trouble. Hig brother, George V. De Mott, wasa 
very wealthy man and had been & Congressman 
from New-Jersey. James L. De Mott, the sul- 
cide, had formerly been very well off, and sev- 
eral years ago had been in the United States Se- 
cret Service looking after counterfeiters. Ha 
was about sixty years of age. He was a religious 
enthusiast when in his cups. He had grown-up 
children, and his wife separated from him some 
time ago.

(WEONG-DOING IN THE INTER- 
NAL REVBNUE SERVIOE. 
\@OLLECTOR SULLIVAN HAS EVIDENCE OF 
~~ THE DISHONESTY OF GAUGERS—SUS- 

PENSIONS AND RESIGNATIONS, 


Internal Revenue Collector John A. Sullivan 
tas an investigation on his hands which may re- 
sult in criminal prosecution by the United 
States District Attorney. That official hag, al- 
ready given some consideration to the oase and 
suggested the procurement, :if possible, of cumu- 
lative evidence for use before the next Grand 
Jury. The facts developed in the inquiry have 
also been reported to the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau at Washington. It is-a-case that should 
not only interest rectifiers generally, but the 
army of gaugers in the employ of the Govern- 
ment, 

The alleged corruption was brought to Col- 
lector Sullivan’s attention in an odd way. His 
agente reported that they had discovered a vio- 
lation of the law by Joseph Beck & Co., recti- 
fiers, at 1383 Reade-street, the specific charge 
being that the firm had “dumped” seven barrels 
of spirits unbeknown to the gcaugers. - This is an 
offense punishable by confiscation of the goods 
unlawfully handled ana by a fine. The Collector 
at once called the firm to account. Bernard 

tahl of the firm responded in person, admitte 
the truth of the charge, and stated by way of 
defense that the commission was due to the de- 

ire of the firm to fill an urgent order for the 
goods. 

Incidentally, 16 may be remarked that up to 

resent timesébe firm have not been punished for 


thy confessed violation. It does not follow that 
they will not be. As a matter of fact their case 
is a special one, and it will probably be taken 
up by the authorities before long. 

r, Stahl evidently was nettled by the re. 
tion in which his firm had been placed, and he 
atonce made a sensational statement to the 
Collector. It was onhacgveney putin writing 
and sworn to. The rectifier alleged that Gauger 
Jonn A. Dooner came to the Reade-street otlice 
and demanded money. Mr. Stahl says he re- 
ps sen a with a ten-dollar bill. Dooner, itis 
alleg rejested the tender contemptuously, 
remarking that another firm (Griffith & Co. of 
West Tenth-street) paid him $200 per month. 
He finally, it is alleged, took the pill with a 
show of reluctance, and intimated that more 
‘Was expected. The rectifier declares that at 
one sabsequent time he paid Dooner $5 and 
again $10, This wasin January and February, 
last year. In the latter month Dooner, so Mr. 
Stahl affirms, wrote a letter to the firm demand- 
ing $50 This letter, Mr. Stahl says, he will 
produee at the proper time. 2 

There are seventeen gaugers under Collector 
Sullivan. Each gets $5 per day salary and is 
under $10,000 bonds for the faithful perform- 

ce of his duty. There are a good many reoti- 
ers In the district, comprising, as it does, the 
wholesale section of the city, and it has always 
been the custom to assign the gaugers by the 
month for precautionary reasons, rectifiers and 
gaugers not being, it appears, above suspicion 
and proof against temptation. In hie affidavit 
Mr. Stahl net only implHcated Dooner, the first 
auger who calied officially on the firm, then 
ust starting in the business, but smirched a 
dozen others by declaring that they all demand- 
ed and received money in the order of their vis- 
ite, the individual amounts being $10 per 
month. It was explained that the firm was 
blackmailed into making the payments, the 
gaugers refusing to do their duty until feed. 

Besides Dooner, Gaugers J. R. Byrne, Wash- 
ington Hadley and J. B. nae were particular- 
ly named in the allegation. ooner and Byrne 
denied the allegations, but the former’s record 
‘was taken into consideration by the Collector, 
and he concluded it was about time to revoke 
his commission. Byrne has a good record, and 
he is still in the service. When Hadley and 
Griggs were confronted with the charges they 
pleaded guilty to receiving ‘‘tips,’”’ but not by 
demanding them. Both were suspended with- 
out delay. Two gaugers of the wicked thirteen 
resigned. The allegation of biackmail is gen- 
erally denied, and it remains to be seen whether 
suiflicient proof can be presented to the Grand 
Jury to warrant indictments. 

There is another phase of the case that is 
Veing considered. It relates to the charge of 
bripery on the part of certain rectifiers. Alto- 
gether Collector Sullivan has unearthed a fine 
sample of complicated corruption, and it will 
require clever detective work to insure the con- 
viction of tha guilty persons. He means to go 
to the bottom of the case and make short shrift 
of those deserving of punishment. He recog- 
nizes the fact that he owes this much to himself 
as a public officer. The sufferers are bound 
to be the individuals concerned, not the Goy- 
erpment. 

It is a fortunate thing for Collector Sullivan, 
from a political point of view, thatthe revelations 
of corruption were made during his term of 
office. He was appointed by President Cleve- 
land, and, of course, expects soon to feel the 
weight of Harrison’s axe. Editor Kerwin 
of the Zeblet is siated for the forty-five- 
hundred-dollar berth, and has been wondering 
for months why he does not receive the com- 
mission. 


HELD PRISONERK IN EOQUADOR. 





A CASE IN WHICH THIS GOVERNMENT 


MAY INTERFERE. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—Mr. ©. L. Dougherty of this 
city says that on Aug. 16 he received a letter 
from his brother, Edward C. Dougberty, dated 
at Zaruma, Ecuador, stating that he had been 
held a close prisoner there since June 15. Mr. 
Dougherty went to Ecuador seventeen years 
ago, and was fora time with Mr. Meiggs in his 
enterprises. He married a niece of the Presi- 
dent of Ecuador in 1878, and has been recently 
engaged in guld-mining enterprises. The letter 
gave no reason for Mr. Dougherty’s imprison- 
ment, but referred to inclosed correspondences 
between the writer and the Consul General of 
the UnitedjStates, Owen McGarr, at Zaruma, as 
fully explaining the situation. This correspond- 
enoeée Was not in the letter. 

Mr. Dougherty of Chicago beiieves that the 
letter was tampered with and the corresponda- 
ence extracted. He has telegraphed his brother 
Tor particulars, and, as he has received no reply. 
he fears that his telegram has been stopped: by 
the Government of Ecuador. He has written 
to the State Department at Washington setting 
forth the facts and complaining of the inactiv- 
ity of the United States Consul General in the 
Taatter.

FLORIDA ORANGE TEUS12. 


"THE NEW ASSOCIATION DULY ORGAN- 
IZED IN THIS CITY YESTERDAY. 


The movement to get up an association to 
Feontrol the-orange crop of Florida and have the 
}sales made by auction, instead of as-at present 
on commission to consignees, took some kind of 
definite shape:yesterday by the.organization of 
an association. It has been called an effort to 
form a trust in oranges, and commission mer- 
chants of New-York have kept out of if with the 
exception of a firm or two. The association, in 
the adoption of a constitution and by-laws, has 
toa certain extent deviated from the purpose 
that was originally proclaimed, and that devia- 
tion seemed to -be in the direction of a trust or 


monopoly to concentrate the trade in the hands 
of a few and crowd out large numbers of com- 
mission merchants large aud small who make a 
living by their trade. 

he new organization was formed yesterday 
at the office of E. L. Goodsell, 103 Park-place. 

There were present EK. A. Snow of Snow & Oo. of 
Boston, W. H. Michaels of Michaels & Co. of 
Philadelphia, J. A. Baird of the Cincinnati 
¥ruit Auction House,:Mr. Evans of J. H. Seward 
& Oo., ana Thowas Kepner of Kepner & Co. of 
Baltimore, W. H. Williams of Summer Brothers 
& Uo. of Pittsburg, Penn.: Sena 8, Mahon, 
auctioneer of the Florida Fruit Exchange at 
Jacksonville; George Willis of Oceala, Fla., and 
B. Ptifer of Ovido, Fia.- 

’ Mr. Goodsell acted as Chairman and read the 
draft of a constitution which hé then laid before 
the meeting for discussion.' The name selected 
for the new association was the Florida Orange 
Growers and Dealers’ Protective Association, 
and the administration was made to consist of a 
President, Treasurer, Secretary, and Board of. 
Directors, the Secretary alohe to be a paid ofli- 
cer. ‘fhe constitution provided that-an office is 
to be opened at Jacksonville to receive informa- 
tion and give it to the members of the associa- 
tion. The deviation from the original purpose 
of the movement was shown in Article ITI of 
the constitution. According to the wording the 
members of the organization do not objett to 
sale on commission so long as the oranges are 
consigned to them, but they will boycott any 
grower who shall dare to sell to any one outside 
of the fola. This article reads ae follows. 


“The object of the association shail be to preventa 
consignment of Florida oranges by concentration of 
the same at some central point or points, viz. : Jack- 
sonvilie or Gainesville or wherever it may be found 
most practicable to do so, and we hereby piedge 
ourselves to % even ish a buyer in Florida at such 
point, god. Day all the oranges our section may de- 
mend in honest rivalry with other sections of the. 
eUnited States, thus fixing a uniform price for all 
grades throughout the trade. «While we pledge our- 
selves to buy in Florida along with others that por- 
tion of the crop which wili supply our section we 
expect the Florida grower te cease consignment of 
his truit unless the — is consigned te a member 
of this organization, as i€is apparent to any fair- 
minded man that we could not. safely purchase and 
sell against commission fruit. We therefore pledge 
oursetves not to buy fruit of any man or set of men 
engaged jn conBigning any portion of his or their 
truit. This association. will establish a uniform 
grade, and af all times get the best information for 
the use of the growers in picking, carrying, and 
packing, and improve the transportation in every 
possible way.”’ 

*Berides continuing to do business on commis- 
sion, the members also reserved to themselves 
the liberty of going to Florida to buy up the 
products of orange groves while the fruit was 
still there. The debate brought out the sugges- 
tion that those oranges that could not otherwise 
be well disposed of should be sold by auction 
at Jacksonville. Mr. Williams thenght that 
none of the members of his firm would go to 
Jacksonville to buy at auction for them, nor 
could they very well hire aapecial buyer. He 
was told that he could employ the buyer of 
some of his fellow-members, and then he re- 
marked that perhaps some of the larze dealers 
there would try to crowd out his firm. “Oh, 
no,”’ replied the gentlemen, “‘ they would never 
think of such a thing.” 

A ticklish question arose over an article that 
“only reputable and respectable merchants be 
adiimitted to the association.” One gentieman 
thought that with such restrictions it might be 
Nbelous to refuse an applicant for membership. 

It was decided to fix the initiation fee at $50, 

and that money was to cover the expenses of 
advertising, printing, postage, hiring an office’ 
at Jacksonville, paying a Secretary, &c. There 
were just fifteen men in the room, ana one ridi- 
culed the figure of $50. That would not begin 
to cover expenses. Another suggested that a 
room for $15 per month be taken, and Mr, 
Mahon offered a room in the office where he did 
business free of rent. The majority, however, 
thought it would be beneath the dignity of such 
ad association, that sought to control the entire 
orange output of Florida to start in such an 
humble manner. Chairman Goodsell felt sure 
that they would have over one hundred mem- 
bers within two months. So 1t was decided that 
special assessments be levied from time to time 
as may be found necessary. 
The following ofhieers were elected: Presi- 
dent—E. L, Goodsell; Treasurer—E. A. Snow; 
Board of Directors—Senator Mahon, W. H. 
Michaels, E. A. Snow, J. H. Seward, J. Lave- 
rone, and W. B. Williams. 





A RAITLESNAKE STORY, 


JOHN MCONNELL’S TALE ABOUT BEING 
BITTEN IN AN EXPRESS WAGON. 


A young man rushed into Hegeman’s drug 
store at Broadway and Thirtieth-street at noon 
yesterday, and exhibiting his left hand, on the 
thumb of which was a slight abrasion, demand- 
ed that the wound be cauterized. While this 
was being done the young man talked very 
freely about himself. He said that he was John 
McConnell, a “snake charmer,” and that he 
was on his way toa local museum with a box 
full of rattlesnakes which he intended to exhib- 


it. He and the box were in an express wagon 
and the jolting disturbed the snakes. He raised 
the lid to give them alittle fresh air, and one 
of the reptiles—a female rattler which was 
shedding its skin—bit him in the hand. 

The wound was a very slight one, and after it 
had been cauterized McConnell went around 
the corner to 21 West Thirtieth-street, where 
some relatives are taking charge of a vacant 
house. A TIMES reporter saw him there a few 
hours later. His hand was bandaged up, but the 
swelling in it was scarcely perceptible. He com- 
plained of great pains in his arm, but in talk- 
ing he used it as freely in zesticulating as if 
nothing were the matter with it. He had drank 
a little whisky and was using an application 
which he said had cured the bite of a rattle- 
snake six times before. He seemed to have no 
fear that the wound would prove disturbing to 
him, and, from all the circumstances, he 
seemed to have reason for being ‘easy in his 
mind.”’ 

An evening paper printed a thrilling account 
of this affair within so short a time after it had 
occurred as to create suspicion that the ‘‘rat- 
tler’s” bite had not altogether been unlooked for. 





MENHADEN FISHING. 


A PROSPEROUS SEASON FOR THE LONG 
ISLAND SOUND FISHERMEN, 


Menhaden fishing in the watérs of Long Island 
Sound and in the lower bay has never been more 
prosperous than during the past few months, 
Nearly all the vessels engaged in catching men- 
haden report thus far alucrative season’s work. 
There are several kinds of nets used in catching 


this fish, but purse mets are the most common. 
As many as 17,000 fish are often caught at one 
se 


t. 
Tbe fish can generally be seen mppeenenine in 
immense shoals. a lookout on the ‘“ bunker’ 
ship soon sights them, and a crew of eight men 
at out in two dories, set their nets, and await 
evelopments. Perhaps one set out of one 
dozen will result successfully. A ‘‘ bunker” 
vessel sometimes will have five or six fishing 
emacks waiting to be baited. Skippers of fish- 
ing smacks are generous customers for them. 
They usually pay the “ bunkers” $2 50 for each 
1,000 fish, and few smacks buy less than 20,000. 
A “bunker” ship usually has an extra ves- 
sel sailing in ite wake to load with menhaden, 
for often the catch greatly exceeds the sales, 
and this extra vesselis utilized to convey it to 
the factories. The owners of these factories 
ay the fishermen only $1 for 1,000, so it is not 
ecessary to say that the skippers of fishing 
smacks are the most acceptable customers.

FROM A SMALLEOX PORT. 


A GERMAN VESSEL ARRIVES HERE FROM 
DISEASE-RAVAGED MAURITIUS. 


The German barkentine Johanna of Topen- 
burg arrived in this port Sunday, ninety-three 
days’ out from the island of Mauritius. The 
Johanna is under the command of Capt. Meni- 
ders, and her cargo of sugar is consigned to a 
New-York firm. Capt. Meniders reports con- 
siderable smallpox as prevailing on the island 
of Mauritius just before the departure of the 
Johanna. In consequence of that disease the 
island is in a rigid state of quarantine, and the 
only steamers that call there, once a month 
each way, are not allowed to touch at the 
island. There is no telegraph cable, and the 
consequence is that the colony and the British 


naval forces on the station were cut off from 
the outside world for the period of a good 
month. The colony has no mail service of its 
own and the French Messageries Maritime 
steamers carry the mail and passengers. 

Notwithstanding the condition of affairs in 
Mauritius the Johanna cleared port and had no 
difticuity in entering at New-York. It 1s interred 
that the Quarantine officers at this port were 
not cognizant of smallpox prevailing at Mauri- 
tius, or the Johanna would have been held in 
surveillance. It is further learned that Admiral 
Sir BE. R. Fremantle, commander in chief on 
the East Indies station, is at Mauritius on the 
flagship Boadicea, and that, owing to the sever- 
ity of the contagion, he has decided to remain 
aloef from the fleet uncer his command. Capt. 
Meniders says that the blockade of the East 
African coastis very efiective, and that it is well- 
nigh impossible for a slave craft to run throuzh 
the cordon established on the coast. The com- 
bined bivckading fleets aré made up of British, 
Germen, French, and Portuguese war vessels, 
the British being, moreover, by far the most 
numerous. The United States steamship Enter- 
prise Was reported on the coast, but since the 
Johanna sailed the Enterprise has been relieved 
by the Swatara, en route to China, 

Mauritius is a smail island belonging to Great 
Britain, lying in the Indian Ocean, distant 550 
miles east of Madagascar and 2,300 miles from 
the Cape of Good Hope. In dimensions the 
island is about thirty-six miles long and twen- 
ty-three miles broad. 

The rene of Mauritius as a naval 
stronghold was made evident during the long 
war between France and England at the vegin- 
ning of the present century. The island at this 
time was in possession of the French and was 
known as the Isle of France. The continued de 
redations on British East Indiamen from Fren¢ 
cruisers issuing from the island determined 
the British Government to effect the capture of 
the place. This was done in 1814, Many of the 
old French customs and habits are still retained 
intact among the inhabitants. At the present 
time the population on the island is about 
200,000. To Great Britain Mauritius forms one 
of a link of that great chain binding the East 
India possessions to the motber country, 

To British cruisers Mauritius is the only coal- 
ing port in the Indian Ocean on the passage 
from the Cape to Ceylon. For this reason the 
retention of the little island is of vast impor- 
tance to Great Britain, and now that the home 
Government has beeh made aware of the sad 
condition of isolation existing there, it is ex- 
pected that some measures will be taken toward 
the establishment of better comraunication be- 
tween the place and the outside world.

sTHE ADVANTAGES OF THAT LOCALITY 
‘FOR THE GREAT WORLD’S FAIR. 


If the Washington Heights Taxpayers’ Associ- 
ation does not succeed in having the World’ 
Fair placed partly on the high plateau bounded 
by One Hundred and Seventy-eighth-street and 
the Fort George loop and Tenth-avetue and 
the King’s Bridge road and partly on th er 
lying rolling land beneath, it will at ‘least do 
good work in revealing to the eyes of down- 
town people as well as visitors from abroad a 
prospect of natural beauty suspected by few to 
be within the limits of this city. 

The members of the association are convinced 
that others need only look upon ‘the site they 
have chosen for the great fair, with its sur- 
roundings of hills on the north and east, be- 
tween which the Harlem River placidly moves 
and which are dotted with handsome villas in 
well-kept grounds, and of yet higher hilis on 
the west, wooded to their summits, through a 
cleft in which a view of the Hudson and the 
Palisades is had, to agree with them that Prov- 
idence destined it for that purpose. . They have 
therefore begun a series of excursions to the 
beautiful spot for the enlightenment of the ve- 
nichted. 

They began their missionary work yesterday 
with a party of reporters, who rarely have time 
to seek for landscape beauties within a city’s 
limits, and some down-town property owners 
who had hitherto found beauty only in corner 
lots in populated streete. A procession of car- 
riages, headed by a carryall guided by Lawson 
N. Fuller, the most expert whip of the associa- 
tion, took the party of sightseers from One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fifth-street and Tenth-avenue to 
Fort George. It any of the beauties there and 
on the way thither were not pointed out by that 
enthuaiast they were obscure, indeed. 

“Look at this,” he said, with a wide sweep of 
his good right arm, as he steod on the Knoll 
pen over Dykman’s Meadows. ‘Look at this, 
and then say that this is not the place for the 
World air! Here you have 250 acres from 
every part of which you get a view of all New- 
York’s glorious surroundings. Here, then, is 
the site for the lighter, the more graceful, of the 
fair buildings. Down there, on that diversified 
plain, where those tine cows are feeding, is the 
situation for Machinery Hall and other build- 
ings in which heavy apparatus or exhib- 
ita are to be on view. ight in front of 
those meadows is water enough to float 
any steamboat. See that cloud in the western 
hills? A road runs straight through it to the 
Hudson, where a wharf can be built for the 
landing of the heaviest material needed. It can 
then be carried directly to that plain by a tem- 
porary railroad. The plain has 150 acres, and 
one small aitch would kesp the lowest depres- 
sion in 1t dry in the wettest weather. Here, then, 
are 400 acres of land specially prepares by na- 
ture for a great World’s Fair. If any more are 
needed over there to the west you can have 500 
acres more.”

NAVAL NEWS AND GOSSIP. 


The recent rapid trips of ocean steamers from 
Europe have attracted the attention of those
